Sheriff H. E. Freudenthal of Lincoln 
county, Nevada, was not so apathetic 
in the matter of the desert murder as 
his telegram of Novemcer 26 to The 
Times seemed to indicate. The Times 


| asked the Sheriff if anybody bad gone 


out from Pioche to look for the remains 
of Engelke and Edmonston, and the 
Sheriff replied that he had no infor- 
mation concerning the murder, and that 
nobody had been sent out. But the next 
day the Sheriff received a paper con- 
taining the confession of Winifred My- 
ers, as published exclusively by The 


| Times on November 3, and he took the 


trail that same night, instead of wait- 
ing to dicker with anybody to pay his 
expenses. In two days he reached the 
scene of the murder, being guided by 
The Times map of the locality, and yes- 
terday he returned to Pioche with the 
remains of Engelke and Edmonston, 

hereby completing the chain of evi- 
Pde ort the original contes- 
sion of Winifred Myers and what the 
esteemed but scooped contemporaries of 
‘The Times have the happiness to term 
the “alleged confession” made by John 
Hancock last Tuesday night to the 
city editor of this paper in the presence 
of witnesses. 

When Hancock made his confession 
he described in detail, as closely as he 
could recollect, the place where the 
murder was committed. He siid it was 
about seventy-five or eignty tiles 
north of Pahrump, and eighteen or 
twenty miles south of a ranch, the 
name of which he did not know. This 
was Ejisemann’s ranch in Pahranagat 
Valley, Lincoln county. The scene of 
the murder was a slight depression or 
wash in the road east of a line of low, 
rocky hills. The surrounding count-y is 
sage-brush desert, varied by low, 10cky 
hills ard volcanic débris, and about 
half a inile east of the dry camp is a 
rocky »avine. Toward this ravine Han- 
cock hauled the bodies of the murdered 
men in his wagon. He said he drove 
as far in that direction as the wagon 
could go, and then placed the oodies 
on the ground about ten yards from the 
edge of the ravine. He made no at- 
tempt to bury them, nor did he even 
cover them with rocks, but as they 
could not be seen from the road, he 
had no fear that they would be dis- 
covered in that desolate place. 

But, like almost all criminals, he 
failed to take complete precautions to 
hide his crime, and he left a sure guide 
to the bones of his victims when he 
burned his own blood-stained wagon 
at the edge of the road and left its iron 
wrk there. He might as well have 
painted a guide board and erected it 
at the scene of the slaughter.

DELAMAR, Nev., via. Salt Lake and 
San Francisco, Dec. _1—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] On November 24, F. 
R. McNamee, district attorney 
of Lincoln county, Nevada, received 
word from the district attorney of Nye 
county that John Hancock was in jail 
at Santa Ana, Cal., on a charge of as- 
sault, and that he was the same person 
accused of murdering George Engelke, 
veterinary surgeon, and his companion 
on the desert in Southern Nevada, and 
that officials of Nye county ' were 
searching for the bodies, but were un- 
der the impression that the killing was 
done in Lincoln county. District. Attor- 
ney McNamee immediately notified 
Deputy Sheriff Johnson of Delamar and 
H. E. Freudenthal, sheriff of Lincoln 
county, and from a map taken from 
the Los Angeles Times, the sheriff 
readily tracked the route of the parties 
from Pahrump Ranch to Eisemann’s 
Ranch in Pahranagat Valley in Lin- 
coln county. 

On November 27 Sheriff Freudenthal | 
and Deputy Johmson started to search | 
for the bodies of the murdered men, 
and on Tuesday they found the bodies 
twenty miles south of Eisemann’s 
ranch in Lincoln county.

The tin covering of the burnt 
trunk was still on the ground;

Held to Await the Action of Nevada

changed his mind about coming up to 
Los Angeles yesterday to hold a con- 
sultation with Sheriff Burr about the 
advisability of. placing Mrs. Gross 
where the Nevada officials can find her 
when they want her.

Mrs. Gross 
said she was willing to go to Nevada, 
but did not want to go to the County 
Jail last night. It was made plain to 
her that she had no choice, and she

They were lying side by side. I thougnt 
I had talked him out of the notion of 
killing them, and didn't believe he 
would do it. But he got up in the 
night when I was sound asleep and 
hit them in the head with an ax. I 
was not awakened by his getting up, 
as he was in the habit of getting up a 
couple of times every night to look 
after the horses. But I woke up when 
he began shooting. 

“IT can never’ forget that horrible 
sight. After shooting both of them 
twice to make sure they were dead, I 
had to help him to lift the bodies in 
the wagon. All that gave me strength 
to do it was the desire to keep my 
child from seeing what had been done. 
The little boy, then six years old, did 
not wake up at all till morning. He 
saw the blood then and wondered what 
it was. He noticed the absence of 
the men, and asked papa, as he called 
Hancock, what had become of the 
boys, meaning Engelke and Edmon- 
ston. They were very fond of him 
and he of them, so he naturally won- 
dered where they were. Hancock told 
him they had started back to ftiverside 
before he got up. Then the boy 
wanted to know why we had their wa- 
gon, horses and things. Hancock told 
him he had bought the things of them. 
The child did not learn the true facts 
till long afterwards. He has heard 
Hancock talk some about it, and lately, 
since there has been so much talk.and 
the whole story has come out, he has 
learned al!.”’ 

Asked whether it was true that she 
herself had told Knox, Hancock's fel- 
low-burglar, about the desert tragedy, 
Mrs. Gross replied: | 

“No: he told Knox about it him- 
self. There is another man he has 
He could control Knox 
just as he did me.. He did not give 
Knox ali the details of the crime, but 
he let him know in a general way 
what he had done. He told him he 
started across the desert with two old 
plugs, and a rickety wagon, but got 
through all right by doing up a couple 
of men and taking their team.” 

Mrs. Gross corroborated in a general 
way what she had previously stated 
and what Hancock told in his confes- 
sion about the trip to Utah and the 
disposal of the property of the mur- 
dered men. She said at the first ranch 
at which they halted, Hancock sold the 
bull pup which had belonged to his 
victims, for $1. This dog had licked 
the blood from the heads of the dead 
men, and Hancock was going to shoot 
‘the dog, tco, but changed his mind. 

She declared that the Bible to which 
reference has been made frequently 


‘and which Hancock claimed as _ his 


property, belonged to Engelke. She 
said when they were sorting over the 
dead men’s effects, Hancock com- 
mended her to take the testament and 
put it in her trunk, which she did.

PROVINCETOWN (Mass.,) Dec. Le 
Another day has passed, and the mys- 
tery of the steamer Portland has not 
been given up by the sea. It was @ 
day of constant watching of more thag 
thirty miles of coast line, and the 
sea grudgingly held its victims, yield- 
ing only five. Twenty-five bodies have 
been recovered out of the entire pas 
fenger and crew list, the exact num- 
ber of which is still unknown. The 
number of people who went to their 
death in the Portland will never be 
known, but almost hourly persons are 
reported missing from different places 
in New England, until now it seems 
possible that the number was over one 
hundred and fifty. Of the bodies re- 
covered hereabouts, thirteen have been 


identified and eight remain to be 
named. 


One of the five bodies recovered today 
was found at Nauset, some twenty-five 
miles from the place near which, it is 
believed, the wreck occurred. Another 
came ashore at Orleans, some four or 
five miles further south, and three at 
Chatham. Ths rest, it is believed by 
hexperienced seamen, have been car- 
ried far south and lost in Nantucket 
Found or scattered so widely that 
there is little hope that they will ever 
be recovered. Moreover, the belief 
that many bodies are stil] within the 
hull of the steamer seems to be grow. 
ing. This theory is held by so many 
people that is is likely that tugs will 
be sent out to patrol the section of 
sea which has been fixed upon as the. 
probable scene of the wreck, in an en- 
deavor to locate the hull, as well as ta 
secure everything that may be found

GAY HEAD TRAGEDY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT} 

VINEYARD HAVEN (Va.,) Dec. L= 
The schooner Amelia G. Ireland of New 
York and the Clara Leavitt of Portland, 
Me., were wrecked Saturday night near 
the Gay Head life-saving station. The 
captain, mate and four seamen from 
the Leavitt and one seaman from the 
Ireland were drowned. 

It was about 9:30 o’clock, in the 
fiercest of the storm, that the Gay 
Head life-saving patrol saw the flash 
of a torch in the direction’ of. Dogfish 
bar. As quickly as possible, Capt. 
Hayman mustered his crew, and in a 
few minutes a life-boat and all the 
apparatus necessary, drawn by a yoke 
of oxen, was on its way to the nearest 
point to the bar, which was two and 
one-half miles from the station. 

It was 11 o'clock before the men 
reached the position they sought. They 
were too late. When they came to the 
beach, wreckage from the vessel was 
coming ashore, giving evidehce that 
she had gone to pieces. A fragment 
showed the vessel to have been the 
Clara Leavitt. Later, clinging to a 
broken plank, one man was @riven in 
and rescued from the waves. He was 
carried to the station. 

While the life-savers’ were peering 
into the sterm in an effort to discover 
another possible survivor, another sig- 
nal torch was seen from a vessel, 
which was at that moment almost 
upon the bar. The next instant she. 
struck, but in a position a little less 
exposed to the fury of. the waves, and 
she did not go to pieces. An attempt 
vias made to launch the Hfeboat, but 
it was swept back like a chip. It wag 
then decided to try shooting a line to 
the wreck, but this coul@ wt be done 

until daylight. 

With the first appearance of dawn, 
the gun-carriage was drawn up for 
service. Seven men could be seen 
clinging to the rigging of the vessel. 
A line was shot toward the schooner, 
but it fell short. The attempt was 
twelve times repeated without success, 
Mesanwhile the wind shifted more te 
the northerly, and was colder, and the 
snow had turned to hail. 

Spurred on by the sight of the men 
and the inereasing severity ‘of the 
storm, another trial of the surfboat was 
made. The craft was tossed back on 
the beach. Seven times the boat was 
launched, and the most persistent ef- 
forts of the crew to breast the waves 
was of no avail. On the eighth trial, 
however, success came, and under the 
tremendous strekes of the men, the 
boat was driven from wave to wave 
till she reached the vessel. Ome se@- 
man had perished, but the captain, 
mate and four sailors, who were barely 
alive, were resctied and taken to the 
station. The vessel was the .melia G, 
Ireland.

SUNSET JUMPS OFF. 


WEST-BOUND SOUTHERN PACIFIC 
TRAIN BADLY WRECKED. 


Disaster Occurs on Grand ‘Marias, 
West of Jennings, La.—Engine 
and Three Cars Go Over the Em- 
bankment—Passengers Escape 


of the Southern Pacific, west-bound, 
was badly wrecked at 4:30 p.m., two 
miles west of Jennings, on what is 
known as the Grand Marias. The 
train left New Orleans at 11:30 o’clock 
teday. The train was running sixty 
miles an aour at the time of the acci- 
dent. It is impossible to tell the ex- 
act cause of the wreck, but it is sur- 
mised that an axle on the locomotive 
gave way. The pony trucks left the 
rails and ran 300 feet on the ties. The 
engineer reversed his engine, but could 
not stop the train, which was under 
full speed. The engine’ finally left the 
track entirely and plunged down an 
embankment, the forward end dropping 
and the engine tumbling completely 
over, Where it lies on its side,. over 
half-submerged in water and mud. 

It was miraculous that there was no 
loss of life. ngineer W. E. Ragsdale 
of Houston was caught in the cab and 
his left foot was badly mashed. Fire- 
man F. H. Booth of Houston had his 
back and shoulder severely sprained. 
Conductor Richard Qualtrough of 
Houston had his spine seriously in- 
jured and Chief Air Inspector Cox 
of Boston was caught in the engine 
on which he was riding, and fatally 
injured. 

The first three cars left the track, 
jumping from the trucks, and lie down. 
the embankment. The limited car- 
ried forty-three passengers, none of 
whom were injured.

NAVAL MILITIA, 


Interesting Report Thereupon by 
Lieut. W. H. Sutherland. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Lieut. W. H. 
Sutherland, in charge of matters per- 


taining to the naval militia, has made 
a report to the Assistant Secretary of 


the Navy upon the naval militia during 


the war. At the beginning of the year, 


an allotment of $48,000 was made to 
several States having naval military 
organizations with a total of 4445 men, 
The various States mustered into the 
service during the war as follows: 
California, 13 officers and 80 men; 
Connecitcut, 15 officers and 188 men; 
Florida, 2 officers and 58 men, and in 
the coast-signal service, 4 officerg and 35 
men; Illinois, 19 officers and 79 men; 
Louisiana, 19 officers and 214 men; 
Maryland, 24 jofficers and 425 men; 
Massachusetts, 38 officers and 384 men; 
Michigan, 11 officers and 270 men; New 
Jersey, 24 officers and 373 men; New 
York, 49 officers and 805 men; North 
Carolina, 19 officers and 189 men; Penn- 
Sylvania, 15 officers and 84 men; Rhode 
Island, 8 officers and 147 men; South 
Carolina, 18 officers, 6 mates and 187 
men; Virginia, 2 officers and 60 men. 
The report states that from the be- 
ginning of the war efforts have been 
made for the building up of a militia, 
but nothing has been done, but the for- 
mation of a few State organizations. 


- The report continues: 


“The experience ‘of this short war 
has clearly demonstrated the impera- 
tive necessity for the maintenance of 
a national reserve in the organization 
of which too much importance must not 


_be placed upon the merchant marine 


alone. This experience has shown that 
a considerable part. of the merchant 
marine will be drawn in the service 
of the army in transport service, which, 
of course, materially reduces the class 
from which the navy would hope to 
get its enlisted men. 
“Although these organizations, many 
of whose members were recruited out- 
side the seafaring class, failed to fully 
meet the requirements of the case, 
they were all upon which the general 
government had to draw at the begin- 
ning of the war.- The Navy Depart- 
ment was hampered in its efforts at 


' rapid mobilization by its lack of Federal 


jurisdiction, over these organizations 
but in the end succeeded in obtaining 
a force of over four thousand officers 
and men. 

“Too much cannot be said of the pa- 
triotism displayed by a majority of 
the members of the onganizations, 
many of whom, although they had 
never been to sea before the mast, knew 
they were to face not only the danger 
of war, but hardships to which they 
had never been accustomed.”’ 

Lieut. Sutherland says the classes 
of naval militia should be enrolled for 
five years, and in such classes should 
be included those who have served in 
the present war, and all others who 
are connected with sea service and not 
in the regular naval’ establishment. 
These classes should taken an annual 
course of instruction and drill. The 
enrollment of thé new organization 
could be conducted by the officers of 
the naval militia who served in the 
Spanish war. A naval officer should 
be detailed to conduct the drill of the 
ships’ companies.’ 

Officers should be commanded in the 


- Naval Reserve after examination by a 


board of naval officers. The estimate 
of the cost of a naval reserve is placed 
at $40 per man. At the breaking out 
of the war, the entire naval reserve 
would be immediately available. In the 
case of the last war many in the State 
organizations were rejected, after a 
physical examination, but this would 


‘be avoided by a proper enrollment of 


the naval militia. | 

In conclusion, he states: “Congress 
should provide that all law which ap- 
ply to officers, petty officers and en- 
listed men of the regular navy should ° 
also apply to the officers, petty offi- 
cers and men of the United States 
Naval Reserve during ‘the time that 
they are taking the annual course of 
instruction prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. It will be advisable 
to restrict the general enrollment the 
first year to a limit which will come 
well within the appropriation.

sufficient to provide for a force of

SHAFTER ON SAMPSON.

Gen. Shafter did not conceal the 
fact that Admiral Sampson’s criticisms 
annoyed him greatly, but he declined 
to go into any extended reply to them. 

“This controversy has been fought 
over before,” he said. “The records 
speak for themselves. My letters and 
dispatches tod Admiral Sampson as 
given in his report tell the story. I 
have nothing to add to them.” 

The general went over the newspaper 
Synopsis of the admiral’s report and 
pointed out that the correspondence 
given therein, showed that he had re- 
quested Admiral Sampson to send a 
representative to ‘tthe ceremonies ait 
the surrender of Santiago, and he did 
not sign the terms of surrender himself. 
“As IT did not sign them -I certainly 
would not consent for Admiral Samp- 
son to do so,” he said.

WARSHIPS ON LAKES.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.}’ An additional step was 
taken toward a complete Canadian- 
American wnderstanding today when 
the joint high commissioners reached an 
agreement upon the question of buiii- 
ing ships of war upon the Great Lakes. 
By the agreement of 1817, neither coun- 
try is now allowed to build or maintain 
warships of any description upon the 
lakes. Both Canada and the United 
State now wish to build ships of war 
there for the purpose of developing the 
ship-building industry. 

The commissioners will insert into the 
treaty a’clause allowing both nations 
to build warships upon the lakes, with 
the understanding that as soon as they 
are completed, they shall be taken to 
the sea coast through the lakes, a ca- 
nal around Niagara and the St. 
Lawrence. Large ships cannot be built 
on the lakes because they carinot pass 
through the canal. This agreement, 
however, will bring a large number of 
new bidders into competition with the 
firms now constructing American shivs- 
of-war, of the smaller class, such as 
torpedo boats.

PARIS, Dec. 1—[By Atlantic Cable.] 
Anxious as both are to conclude their 
work, the United States and Spanish 
Peace Commissioners did not hold oe 
joint session today. Their next meetine 
Will be held at 2 o'clock tomorrow uft- 
ernoon. This delay arose from the fac: 
that the Spanish commissicners at yes- 
terday’s session offered severd] urgent 
propositions which called for stecia! 
deliberation upon the part of the Amer- 
ficans. Spain asks the United States to 
grant for a term of years to Spanish 
ships «arrying Spanish goods or prod- 
Ucts to Porto Rico and Cuba ihe same 
privileges as American'vessels engaged 
im the same trade may have, and she 
qualifies this request by a proviso that 
trade privileges be exten@ed to Cuba 
as long as the United States govern- 
Ment dominates over the island. 

In support of this request, the &pan- 
ish commissicners assert that 
cannot, without virtual harm, immedi- 
ately abandon or cut the business re- 
lations so long maintained beiween the 
mother country and the West Indian 
territories. They declare that family 
_ties and social relations, added to af- 
fairs of trade maintained throvgi cen- 
turies, requtire gradual dissolution, They 
invoke the terms of the treaty of 1819 
‘by which the United States took over 
Worida from Spain, and in tie fifteenth 
‘article of which. granted Spain fer. 
twelve years the right to send her go és 
and products to Florida in Spanish 
Ships cn the same terms 4s the ships 
carrying thither geods and products 
from the United States. 

The Spanish commissioners cite fur- 
ther the fact that the treaty of i803 
with France for the cession 02 T.ou'tsi- 
ana granted French and Spanish | coods 
and products the same terms as Amer- 
icans in New Orleans and other ports 
in the ceded territory. 

Finally, Spain points to the Ameri- 
can proposed “open-door”’ policy in the 
Philippines and asks a guarantee of 
the same advantages in’ her West In- 
dian colonies, until trade relations can 
by degrees accustom themselves to the 
change of sovereignty. 

e proposition and arguments by 
which it was supported are considered 
Strongly stated, and the American é¢om- 
missioners desire time for delj> eration. 
Thus, although they were busy until 
nearly 2 o’clock this afternoon, they 
were not fully prepared, and Judee 
Day sent a message to Sefior Monterc 
Rios, requesting that the joint cessing 
fixed for this afternoon be } Ostponed 
until tomorrow. 

Meanwhile the Spanish commission- 
ers had been preparing a list of sub- 
jects for negotiations, supplemented by 
suggestions, counter to and amendatory 
of the subjects the Americans. sub- 
This came to the 
American commissioners today in 
Spanish, rendering it even more de- 
Sirable to postpone the joint session in 
order to give time for translation and 
consideration. The translation is be- 
ing made this evening, and the subject 
will be laid before the American com- 
missioners tomorfow morning. 

Now that the first gust of grief and 
chagrin has passed, the Spanish com- 
missioners are meeting the Americans 
fin a frank spirit that is helpful to an 
early completion of the negotiations. 

Midnight—From information which 
comes to the correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press from a_ well-authenti- 
cated source late this evening, it seems 
unlikely that the commissioners will 
finish their work as soon as had been 
expected. It is probable that the ne- 
gotiations will last considerably longer. 

Madrid has instructed the Spanish 
commissioners on three points to which 
the Americans attach much importance. 
These are the cession of an island in 
the Carolines, the granting of religious 
freedom over the whole of the Caro- 
lines, and the cession of a cable and 
coaling station at Ceuta. 

The Spanish government 
structed Seflor Montero Rios to grant 
none of these, and while Spain may 
ultimately yield to them all, it is ad- 
mitted that the American commission- 
ers have no power to enforce their de- 
mands on points not covered by the 
protocol. Before Spain does yield, the 
negotiations are likely to be prolonged, 
and the United States may have to give 
a substantial quid pro quo.

News of Prohibitive Import Duties 

on Tobacco Causes Joy. |

HAVANA, Dec. 1.—[ By West Indian 
Cable.] A cable message received here 
yesterday by the principal tobacco and: 
cigar exporting firms in Cuba an- 
nounces, on the authority of  Sefor 
Louis Marx, special commissioner of 
the Cuban Tobacco Manufacturers at 
Washington, that the United States 
government will place a_ prohibitive 
import duty on leaf tobacco imported 
into the island of $5 per pound, and of 
$4.50 plus 25 per cent. on cigars. The 
export duties are to remain as hereto- 
fore, $6.30 per 100 kilos on leaf to- 

bacco, and $1.35 per 1000 on cigars. . 


Although hopes had been enter- 
tained that export duties would be 
abolished entirely, the announcement 


that prohibitive duties will be placed 
on tobacco imported into the island 
has been received with jubilation by 
manufacturers and exporters, as guar- 
antecing the survival and development 
of the tobacco industry in Cuba, which 
otherwise would have been threatened 
with extinction.

PROGRESS STEADY AND SURE. 


How the Situation Looks to John J. 
Valentine. 


[New York Times:] Discussing cur- 


rent business cdénditions yesterday 
with a representative of the Times, 
John J. Valentine, president of Wells, 
Fargo & Co., remarked that he could 
not see anywhere the ‘“‘boom” so per- 
sistently referred to by protectionist 
orators. [This may be accounted for 
by the fact that Mr. Valentine is a 
Democrat.—Ed Times.] Mr. Valentine 
is convinced, however, both from per- 
sonal observation and reports reach- 
ing him as the official head of the ex- 
press company and bank of Wells, 
Fargo & Co., that substantial business 
improvement is being generally re- 
He said: 

“So far as my own judgment, obser- 
vation, and experience go, there has 
been a comparatively steady improve- 
ment in general trade for four years 
past. This movement I conceive to 
be chiefly due to two causes: irst, 
the universal practice of economy by 
the people; second, the enhanced prices 
of our grains, breadstuffs generally, 
and meats, due to the failure of crops 
abroad. <As to the alleged boom re- 
ported by enthusiastic protectionist 
eretors, it has no existence, so far as 
T have been able to discover. But the 
business community feels satisfied that 
a steady betterment has taken and is 
daily taking place. 

“The condition of the manufacturing 
interests, particularly in New Eng- 
land, does not indicate any unusual 
activity. While the business: situation 
shows up to advantage in many quar- 
ters, especially in the West, progress 
does not seem to be very rapid in New 
England. Northern mill men may ex- 
plain this by referring to the advan- 


tages which the southern manufac- 


turer has by reason of cheap labor 
and the fact that-raw material is so 
convenient to their southern competi- 
tors. Those acquainted with New 
England conditions, however, do not 
find this satisfactory. They are in- 
clined to admit that the monopoly so 
long held in that section in cotton and 
woolen manufacturing, boots and 
shoes, and rubber has now passed away 
and that these-industries are grow- 


ing active in other parts of the coun-. 


trv. New developments have brought 
about keener competition. strikes, 
failures, and the stoppage of mill ma- 
chinery. 

‘“Arrainst this there are certainly fea- 
tures of encouragement to be noted, 
but business 
consequential enough to lead to a prof- 
itable disposition of goods. It might 
be added that cotton goods concerns 
in Messachusetts also encounter strong 
opposition from Canadian mills, al- 
thovgeh the latter have to obtain raw 
cotton further away and to forward 
finished goods to customers who are 
Vkewise more distant from the pnlace 
of manufacture. <A _ better feeling, 
however, is noticeable in the northern 
manufacturing locelities. But it is 
always to be remembered that activ- 
itv in the movement either of prices or 
merchandise which is not based on a 
production that finds a proper ™mar- 
ket is inevitably ephemeral, mislead- 
in’. and disastrous. 

“The favorable condition in recent 
vears of those who have furnished our 
home markets and the world with 
erricultural produce hae made a 
healthy impression in everv business 
quarter of the land. Evidence of the 
gradual growth of trade and commerce 
is consnicuouslv. shown on all sides. 
The earnings of the, carrving corpora- 
tions attest is. -It has been a growth 
steadily urnward, and its influence has 
dore much to obliterate lurking de- 
pressing tendencies. 

“Our own rerorts up to the begin- 
ning of November show an improve- 
ment for the first ten months of the 
present vear. over the corresponding 
neriod of Jast year.

CZARINA AND PETERS, 


Captain of the One and Pilot of the 
Other Suspended,

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 1.—Capt. S. 
O. F. Bolles and John K. Bulger, in- 
spectors of hulls and boilers, have ren- 
dered their decision in the case of the 
collision between the steamers Czarina 
and the J. D. Peters, which occurred 
November 2, off Quarry Cove, Angel 
Island.

FRUIT-GROWERS’ CONVENTION, 


Reorganization of the co. 
Carries. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

FRESNO, Dec. 1.—When the State 
Fruit Growers’ Convention was called 
to order this morning for the third 
day’s session, the first matter to come 
up was the consideration of the reso- 
lutions introduced the preceding day in 
reference to the California Exchange 
and the free public market of San 
Francisco. It was proposed to reor- 
ganize the exchange, which was formed. 
about four years ago for the purpose 
of giving out information about the 
fruit market. The exchange has since 
lapsed into “innocuous desuetudé,” and 
it is the intention to revive it and place 
it in charge of the movement for a free 
public market on the San Francisco 
water front. Though there was some 
opposition to the resolutions, léd4 by 
Russ Stephens and ex-Senator John- 
son, the resolutions were carried by a 
good majority. 

Secretary Lelong then read a paper 
on the condemning of wormy and 
otherwise infected fruit, and State 
Quarantine Officer Craw followed with 
an interesting address, in which he 


urged the importance of passing laws’ 


that would prevent the introduction 
into California of dangerous insect 
pests from our newly-acquired colonies. 

The convention then adjourned for 
the day, and at 1 o’clock the delegates 
were treated to a ride to Clovis, where 
they inspected the flume and mills. 
Afterward they were driven through 
the vineyards and were royally enter- 
tained at Maitermoro. In thte evening 
the fruit-growers were given a receéep- 
tion, enetrtainment and banquet by 
the Parlor Lecture Club, the offair 
closing with a dance. 

The State Association of Horticul- 
tural Commissioners held a meeting to- 
might and elected G. P. Hall af San 
Diego county President for the énsu- 
ing year. H. P. Stabler succeeded him- 
self as secretary. The following reso- 
lutions were adopted: 

‘Whereas, it appearing that the inter- 
ests of the fruit-growers of California 
imperatively demand that the State law 
in reference to the of in- 
fested fruit be rigidly enforced, there- 
fore be it 

“Resolved, that the State Association 
of County Horticultural Commissioners 
each and severally pledge themselves 
to use every effort to enforce the law 
to the end that mo pest-infested fruit 
shall be marketed in this State; and 
be it further 

“Resolved, that all fruit-growers and 
shippers be and they are hereby noti- 
fied that all fruit found in the market 
infested with eadlin moth, seale or 
other pest will be quarantined and mot 
lotsd to be marketed in that condi- 
tion.”’ 


WOMAN DOES MURDER. 


Mrs. William Mantel Kills Her Hus- 
band—Wounds Herself. 
_ [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT nEPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 1—Mrs. 
William W. Mantel of this city put a 
bullet through her young fusband’s 
head and another through his heart 
early this evening, and then turned 
the pistol upon herself. The shooting 
took place in Alameda. The man fell 
dead on the sidewalk, near the corner 
of Union street and Santa Clara ave- 
mue. The woman’s wound was in the 
head and was not seriaus. 

The shooting occurred on the dark 
side of the street, in front of the resi- 
dence of George W. Shreve. He heard 
the three shots fired, and ran into the 
street. By this time the woman had 
hailed a passing electric car, crying 
out: “Oh, I have shot my husband 
and myself, too. What will my poor 
mother say?” 

She was taken on the car to Dr. I 
H. Lubbock’s residence, and the doc- 
tor accompanied her to the Alameda 
Receiving Hospital. She told Police 
Sergeant Conrad \that she was _ se- 
cretly married on the second of last 
November. She had had a quarrel 
with her husband, and he had struck 
her and knocked her down, she de- 
clared, when she shot him. Before 
her marriage she was Miss Anna Beth 
of No. 816 Filbert street, where she 
lived with her mother. 

Either one of Mantel’s wounds would 
have been fatal. The murdered man 
was removed to the local morgue. He 
was well-dressed, and about 26 years 
of age. Papers found on his person 
showed that he had been employed to 
solicit advertisements for the Médical 
Register, and as an agent for the Weir 
Filter Company. He was a brother- 
in-law of J. L. Ansel of Alameda, who 
says that the ‘woman had telephoned 
from San Francisco at about 8 o’clock 
in the afternoon, inquiring if Mantel 
was there. He did not know, he added, 
that his brother-in-law was married, 
but suspected he was married by con- 
tract. 

Mrs. Mantel, or Miss’ Beth, is 
daughter of the proprietor of the ola 
Louvre in this city. Her wound’ is 
not serious, and she will soon re- 
cover.

Discusses Domestic Problems and 
Relations in Foreign Fields 
With the Necessity of Investiga- 
tion for Prevention and Devel- 
opment, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WAJSHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Secretary 
of Agriculture James Wilson in his an- 
nual report made public ton'ght, in ad- 
dition to discussing domestic problems, 
reviews our agricultural relations in 
foreign fields. He calls for an emer- 
gency appropriation of a lump sum for 
future requirements that cannot ail be 
anticipated specifically. Exploration 
by scientists of territorial acquisitions 
and the sudden appearance of pests are 
some of the possible emergencies. Dis- 
cussing agricultural resources in our 
new island acquisitions, Secretary Wil- 
son says: 

“In the territories recently brought 
under the. control of the United States 
government agricultural interests ur- 
gently call for attention by this de- 
partment. Hawaii and the West India 
Islands depend almost exclusively for 
their prosperity upon their agricultural 
productions. It behooves the dcepart- 
ment, therefore, to place itself at the 
earliest moment possible in a position 
to extend to the agriculturists of those 
erritories which have or may come 
under the United States flag, the serv- 
ces and benefits which it renders to 
the farmers of the United States. The 
increased trade relations which may be 
looked for between the United States 
and its insular dependencies, moreover, 
render the conditions of agriculture in 
the latter, and the character and extent 
of their productions, matters of pro- 
found interest to the people of the 
United States. 

“In the interest of our own agricul- 
ture not only must the agricultural 
resources of these islands then be stud- 
ied closely and intelligently, but the 
dangers which threaten agriculture in 
these territories in the form of plant 
disease of insect pests must be made 
the subject of special investigation, 
with a view to provide § agriculture 
there with preventive or remedial agen- 
cies, and also to secure our own agri- 
culture from the possibility of their 
introduction into this country. It is 
urgently necessary, therefore, that Con- 
gress should as speedily as possible 
provide a sufficient fund for the use of 
this department in making such in- 
vestigations as may he necessary into 
the agricultural resources and condi- 
tions in Hawaii, Porto Rico, Cuba and 
the Philippines.”’ 

The Secretary enlarges upon the need 
of nature teaching in the common 
schools, and passing to the Bureau of 
Animal! Industry, says it has perfected 
a dip which takes the fever ticks from 
cattle so they can be brought north 
atany season; that it has continued ex- 
periments with anti-toxin serum to pre- 
vent and cure hog cholera, and it is 
recommended that this discovery hav- 
ing been made by public officials at 
public expense, should not be diverted 
to private cost, and that the serum 
manufacture should be continued under 
government control, at least for some 
years to come. Texas fever dipping sta- 
tions will be established at convenient 
points before the next quarantine sea- 
son. The results from the black-leg 
vaccine indicate the percentage of loss 
in herds has been reduced from 10 to 
20 per cent., to less than 1 per cent. 
This indiciates that if generally used it 
will tend to eradicate the disease com- 
pletely. 

The report says good work has been 
done in hybridizing the orange and 
other citrus plants, and in the cross- 
ing of pineapples, intreasing the size 
and vigor and greatly improving the 
flavor. Observation and forecast weath- 
er stations have been extended around 
the Caribbean Sea and _ increased 
throughout the interior of this country, 
and especially in the mountain States. 
The natural life zones of the United 
States are being surveyed and areas 
best adanted to various crops deter- 
mined. Four scientific explorers of the 
department are abroad getting seeds 
and plants in Russia, the Mediterran- 
ean region, the China Sea and South 
America. Strenuous efforts are mak- 
ing to perfect crop statistics. 

The Alaskan interior will be explored 
next summer to learn its capacity to 
support civilization, while coast re- 
sources already have been determintd. 
Steel rails are stated to be the coming 
material for good road where hard 
rock is not convenient. ‘Regarding for- 
estry, species adapted to dry regions 
are now being introduced, better meth- 
ods of handling forest lands in public 
and private ownership are being intro- 
duced by government agents, and fire

American Fruits ts and. Plants Prohibe 
' ited Admittance to France. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 


PARIS. Dec. 1—[By Atlantic Ca« 
ble.] The Journal, official, today pubs 
lishes a decree forbidding the admit- 
tance into France of fruits and plants 
from the United States.

M. Thiebaut 
pointed out, that these measures were 
auite immaterial as affecting the gen- 
eral trade from the United States to 
France, as the shipment of trees, plants 
and shrubs last year ageregated only 
$328, and those of fruit, $40,000.

The business year in all city depart- 
ments closed November 30, and _ the 
heads of the several departments are 
expected to file with the City Council 
their armual reports of business trans- 
acted during the past year, Only the 
fire department report has been pre- 
pared. It shows that during the past 
year the department has had more 
work to do than during any correspond- 
ing period in its history. The number 
of alarms has been larger and the total 
loss greater than for any previous 
year. 

The City Council held an adjourned 
session yesterday morning for the pur- 
pose of approving salary demands for 
November. A number of petitions for 
street improvements were acted upon. 

Bids are to be again called for for 
fifty fire-alarm boxes and other needed 
apparatus for the fire department, Ow- 
ing to a mistake in the only bid re- 
ceived at the last meeting of the Coun- 
cil, the bid was rejected and the offer 
of the company making it pay to the city 
the cost of the advertising was ac- 
cepted.. 

The city has been asked to bear the 
expense.of the additional improvement 
of Olive street between First and Court 
for the reason that through the action 
of the city certain street work there 
was rendered valueless. 

Mrs. Minerva Williams, the colored 
priestess who has been holding forth 
at a little chapel on East Fifth street, 
and causing sundry members of her 
flock to lose their minds by the fasting 
they imposed upon themselves at ker in- 
stigation is now at the County Hospital 
awaiting her examination on the charge 
of insanity.

Bartlett Bros. became involved tn a 
dispute with a Mrs. Schooley over a 
piano, and yesterday the matter was 
fought out in the Township Court.

CLOSE OF THE BUSINESS YEAR IN 
ALL CITY DEPARTMENTS, 


What the Fire Department Has Done 
During the YVear—Adjourned Ses- 
sion of the City Council—Bids 

Fire-alarm Boxes Readvyer- 
tised, 


The business year in all the city de- 
partments ended November 30, and 
yesterday a new year began. There 
are three years which have to be 
taken into consideration in the city de- 
partments—the business year from De- 
cember 1 to November 30, the calendar 
year, and the fiscal year beginning 
July 1 and ending June 30. Why there 
is such a division of the year none of 
the city officers know, but the charter 
provides thatanannualreportof all busi- 
ness transacted during the business 
year shall be presented to the City 
Council by the second Monday in De- 
cember. At the close of the fiscal year 
another annual report must be made. 

The heads of the several depart- 
ments have had their subordinates at 
work preparing the annual reports, 
and it is probable that some of them 
will be presented at the next meeting 
of the Council. It is certain that these 
reports will show an improved condi- 
tion of affairs over last year, both in 
the matter of finances and in the 
amount of business transacted. 

None of the reports have been com- 
pleted as yet, and the only one that is 
nearly complete is that of the fire de- 
partment. This annual report. will 
contain much that is of interest, for it 
shows that during the past year the 
fire department responded to more 
alarms of fire than during any previous 
twelve months. Never before has the

necessity for immediately increasing 
the fire protection to the city been so 
clearly shown, for the increased work 
by the department proves, among other 
things, that the city has grown rapidly 
and that the old methods and small 
equipment will not serve the purpose 
now. There were just 100 more alarms 
during the past year than during the 
year before, but while there Was a 
greater loss reported, most of the in- 
crease in the loss was due to several 
large fires, against which it is impos- 
sible to guard, and which may be ex- 
pected at any time in a city of this 
size, however efficient the fire depart- 
ment may be. With the increase in 
the size of the department, which is 
now being made as a result of the re- 
cent bond issue, it is expected that 
there will be a reduction in the Joss 
for the next year. There were 341 
alarms during the year, and the total 
loss was $250,500, divided as follows:

Of the 341 alarms, 246 were from fire- 
alarm boxes, 62 were telephone alarms 
and 33 were still-alarms. There were 
303 fires at which the services of the 
department were necessary. Thirty- 
eight of the alarms were false. Forty- 
six of the fires were in brick buildings. 
238 were in frame buildings, and 19 
were brush and rubbish fires. 

The largest fire of the year was that 
which destroyed the wholesale house 
of Crandall, Aylsworth & Haskell, on 
North Los Angeles street, May 28, at 
3 p.m. For this fire a general alarm 
was sounded, calling out the entire fire 
denartment. The loss exceeded $60,000. 

Another large fire was that at the 
plant of the Los Angeles Soap Com- 
pany, No. 717 East First street, August 
29, at 2:05 a.m. The loss there also 
exceeded $60,000. 

The largest fire in the residence sec- 
tion, and the one which caused the 
greatest loss, was that which de- 
stroyed the Earl residence, near West- 
lake Park. the loss being about $17.000. 

In 1897 there were 241 alarms, with a 
loss of $134,470. In 1896 the number 
of alarms was 238, and the loss 
amounted to $203,801. 


ADJOURNED COUNCIL MEETING. 


Salary Demands Approved and Other 
Business Transacted. 

An adjourned session of the City 
Council was held yesterday morning for 
the purpose of approving the salary 
demands for November. This action 
“was desired because Monday is elec- 
tion day, and there will be no session 
ef the Council, and it was desired to 
make the city employés wait so long 
for their salaries. All oft the depart- 
ment demands were approved. The 
pay roll of the Police Department for 
the month amounted to $8398.40; the 
Park Department $3977.60, and the City 
Engineer’s department to $1917.69. 

The City Engineer, to whom had been 
referred the petition for the improve- 
ment of Benton boulevard, reported es- 
timating the cost of the improvement 
as follows: Grading, 44 cents per 
foot; decomposed granite, 45 cents per 
foot; curb, 29 cents per foot; proportion 
of intersections, 13 cents per foot; total 
$1:31 per foot. The total cost of the 
improvement, according to this esti- 
mate, will be $1175.07, there being’ 897 
feet of the boulevard to be improved. 
The report was referred to the Board 
of Public Works. 

On recommendation of the Finance 
Committee the following transfers of 
funds were ordered: From the cash 
fund, $8354.76, of which $3441.19 goes 
to the street lighting fund; $3895.57 to 
the street sprinkling fund, and $1018 
to the Fire Department fund. 

Several months ago $10,000 was taken 
from the tax fund and distriputed 
among several of the funds, Now 
that there has been sufficient money 
collected to place this amount back in 
the tax fund the transfer to that fund 
of $4000 from the street sprinkling fund, 
$3500 from the street lighting fund and 
$2500 from the Fire Department fund 
was ordered on recommendation of the 
Finance Committee. 

Thomson Bosler and others pre- 
sented a petition requesting the Coun- 
cil to permit them to grade by pri- 
vate contract the alley from Lucas to 
Bixel streets between Seventh street 
and Magnolia avenue. The petition 
was referred to the Board of Public 
Works. 

A petition for permission to lay a 

cement sidewalk and redwood-curb on 
‘both sides of Fifty-second, Fifty-third 
and the east side of Fifty-first streets, 
was referred to the Board of Public 
Works. 
' Austin B. White petitioned the Coun- 
cil for a rebate of.$14.06. He paid that 
amount as taxes on his property, and 
later found that there had been an. er- 
roneous «assessment on four and one- 
half acres on the west side of Vermont 
avenue. The petition was referred to 
the Finance Committee.

WANTS ONLY JUSTICE. 


City Asked to Pay for Olive-street 
‘ Improvements. 


A long petition to the City Conncil 
was filed in the office of the City 
Clerk yesterday afternoon by Lucy J. 
Harvey with reference to the proposed 
sidewalking and curbing of Olive street 
between First and Court streets. The 
petition recites that before there was 
any change in the grade of thé street, 
sidewalks and curbing was placed in 
front: of her property and a retaining 
wall was built at a cost of more than 
$1000. Subsequently the chain gang, un- 
der orders of the Council, proceeded 
to grade that street sa as to leave the 
sidewalk, curb and wall from five to 
twelve feet above the level of the street. 
Action was begun in the courts to make 
the city pay for the damage done, but 
the court decided that the city was not 
responsible for the work done by the 
chain gang. The suit is still in court, a 
motion for a new trial having been 
made. Now the city proposes to havea 
sidewalk and curb placed on the street 
and in that work a lien will be placed 
on the property of the petitioner in 
spite of the fact that the work has al- 
ready once been done and rendered use- 
less by the action of the city.

MRS, MINERVA WILLIAMS CHARGED 
WITH BEING INSANE, 


One of Her Followers Sent to High- 

‘Jand—A Probability That the 

Saints’ Rest” on East Fifth 
Street Will Close Its Doors. 


Minerva Williams, the colored priest- 


ess. who exhorts her flock of followers 
at the “Saints’ Rest” on East Fifth 
street, delivered herself yesterday in 
the Sheriff’s office to a crowd of officials 


and others who happened in. A verit- 
able Pythoness of the modern time, 


she became so wrought up with excess | 


of emotional feeling that as she paced 
up and down the room her eyes blazed 
as she prognosticated utter and irre- 
trievable damnation for those present. 

The reason for Mrs. Williams’s pres- 
ence was the necessity for her testi- 
mony in the case of George Beasse, 
against whom the charge of insanity 
hed been preferred by Dr. Milton 
Combs, the colored physician. Beasse 
once, it appeared, did beadle’s duty at 
the “Saints’’ Rest,” and herded the 
unrighteous into the temple. The 


‘priestess Was not a willing witness. 


She is a featured 
he true negro type. it was evi 
that she Pontiacs to be susceptible to 
the vanities of the world, for she wore 
rather striking apparel. Close beside 
her, John. Williams, her husband, 
pranced up and down, and watched the 
effect of the words of wisdom that fell 
from the dusky lips of his wife. 

“No, sir, 1 won’t swear,” she said as 
the clerk was about to administer the 
oath. 

“Stand up,”. and as Judge Allen 
sharply gave the command, Mrs. Mi- 
nerva stood up and took the oath do- 
cilely enough. But she was non- 
commital in her answers to the ques- 
tions put to her; she didn’t believe 
there was anything wrong with Beasse, 
and the court finally dismissed her 
curtly from the room.

A PIANO SALE. 


A Suit to Determine the Terms of a 
Sale.

The Protestant Saya the New System 

Is Fall of Objections—The Other

and teacher. Most people think that 
the Pure oral” system is a new scien- 
tifle discovery, born with the inventor 
of the telephone. It ‘is @ great mis- 
take. It is the oldest method of teach- 
ine the deaf in the world, and has 
been launched forth under new names 
at different periods, and now it is 
dressed up again and paraded, like 
the “new girl,” for the admiration 
and wonder of the unitiated. Such 
newspaper articles have done much 
harm and injustice to both pupil and 
teacher by causing parents and visi- 
tors to expect far greater resuits than 
possible of accomplishment with 
the great majority of deaf children, 
No one who knows anything about 
deaf-mute instruction would expect the 
pupils, no matter by what system 
taught, to“graduate from the oral 
classes and enter the grades of. publie 
schools with hearing and speaking. 
ohildren. Such a thing has been done 
only in very rare and exceptional cases. 
We cannot expect many of them to 
do so, even in this advanced age with 
the most skillful Special teaching. It 
would be far better to state the plain 
and simple facts and avoid all exag- 
geration. Honesty is always the best 
policy in teaching, as well as in busi-

ness. I feel sure that the two lady © 


teachers of the oral classes do not 
Claim to be able to accomplish half 
of the wonders outlined in the “new 
department.” They are doing the best 
they can by faithful instruction with 
their special system. Much depends 
on the material with which they have 
to work. Some parents of ‘deaf “chile 
dren who have read the marvelous 
stories about Helen Keller, the blind 
deaf mute. have found fault with the 
teachers for not having made prodi- 
gies of their own children, forgetting 
that teachers cannot supply brains, 
In writing up such cases, it is well 
to set facts plainly before the public 
and avoid all extravagant coloring, 
To give only the rosy side of a probe 
lem is calculated to cause people te 
be too sanguine as to results expected, 
In a@ recent visit to the oral classes, 
one pupil in the kindergarten class, 

bright Italian girl, who had no pre- 
vious teaching, gave pleasing ewi- 
dence of the progress of the work done 
in the few weeks the school has beeg 
in operation from which an expert 
could judge fairly of the whole.

To the Editor of The Times: The 
very able article, entitled “A New 
Departure in Public Education,” by 
Lou V. Chapin, published in Sunday g 
issue of The Times, merits more than 
passing consideration. . 

Her pen-picture of what is being 
accomplished for the deaf at the 
Spring4street school should attract 
many there to witness the practical 
work being done to better the comndfe 
tion of those deprived of the sense of 
hearing. 

This new departure in the education 
of mutes is the fruits of a few detere 
mined workers. 


Dr. W. E. Waddell, who has a mute 


son who was being educated in the 


McCowen school. Chicago, with the 
aid of John C. Reckweg, a congenital 
mute, who was taught orally forty 
years ago in Holland, and who came 
to this country when a boy, and mas- 
tered our language, interested the pa- 
rents of the deaf, and organized an 
association for the purpose of estabe 
lishing a private school in this city 
last March. 

Through the association an ap 
was made to the Board of Education 
for aid in the work, and they re- 
sponded by liberally providing school- 
room and paying one teacher. The 
expense of the second teacher is borne 
by the association. The efficient teach- 
ers are both under the supervision of 
the Superintendent of Schools. 

It is being demonstrated daily that 
the mutes are not only capable of be- 
ing taught to speak and read the lips, 
but can advance in any department 
of education or practical work as rap- 
idly as hearing children, surrounded 
by the like advantages. 

It is now costing the State about 
$275 per year to educate each child 
sent to Berkeley, in addition to cloth- 
ing and transportation. 

Wisconsin was the first State to egs- 
tabilsh day schools for the education 
of the deaf, and provided $100 per 
year for each child attending. 

Owing to the special and individual] 
instruction necessary. Illinois and Ohie 
have been more liberal, and |\these 
States have each approcpriated $150 @ 
year for each child attending day- 
school. 

California aims to keep pace tn aif 
matters with other States, and it ig 


believed the coming Legislature will. 
appreciate the advantages of educa- 


ting deaf children in day-schools as 
hearing children are educated, and 
to accomplish this work will be oauite 
as liberal as Ohio and Illinois have 
been.

It is stated 
on good authority that he claims to 
have thirty members of the Legisla- 
ture pledged to his support, and he is 
quoted as saying that he 6e- 
cure the support of the Los Angeles 
county delegation he !s sure to win. 


The sublime self-assurance of this 
man is simply astounding. It is, of 
course, the legal right of every citi- 
zen to aspire to public office. But 
there should be, back of such aspira- 
tions, some logical justification for 
them. The aspirant should have 
some qualifications for the office to 
which he aspires. In the case of Dan 
Burns, the lack of any such qualffi- 
cations is so obvious as not to require 
elaboration. The utter absurdity of 
his candidacy: for the United States 
‘Senate is apparent to all who know 
him. 


Burns has no standing in the State 
other than as an owner of race horses, 
a patron.of the turf, and a rather 
agroit manipulator of political con- 
ventions. He went to Sacramento, 
upon the assembling of the Republi- 
can State Convention, as the _ per- 
sonal representative of Herrin, the 
political attorney of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company of Kentucky, to put in 
nomination such men as George L, 
Arnold, and in the case of Arnold hts 
efforts succeeded. The result of that 
“success” was indicated in the tg- 
nominious defeat of Arnold at the 
polls. 

In the year 1894, Dan Burns was 
directly instrumental in the foisting 
of Estee for Governor upon the Re- 
publican State Convention. This was 
accomplished through an adroit ma- 
nipulation of the convention. The 
nomination was an outcome of ma- 
chine politics and methods and it 
did not meet the approval of the peo- 
ple at large. In consequence, Estee 
was turned down and the people of 
the State were given four years of 
Budd and Buddism. Four years were 
enough. A change has been decreed, 
and it will be for the better. 


The appointment of Mose Gunst as 
one of the Police Commissioners of 
San Francisco is well remembered. 
It was brought about through the 
solicitation and connivance of Dan 
Burns.

Among 
the names of Democrats on this fate- 
ful and portentous list ‘are those of 
Messrs. White, Caffery, Daniels, Cock- 
rell, Gorman, Jones, Butler, Pettus, 
McEnery, and others.

VALUE OF FORESTS. | 

Slowly but surely the people of the 
United States are beginning to real- 
ize the great importance of our for- 
ests. Gen. C. C. Andrews, chief fire 
warden Of Minnesota, says, in his 
last annual report, that the value of 
the pine, just as it stands, that is cut 
in Minnesota in a single year, is 
$5,000,000; when sawed into lumber 
at the mills, its value will have in- 
creased to $10,000,000, of which  {n- 
crease 80 per cent., or $4,000,000, rep- 
resents labor; when further manufac- 
tured and worked up in various forms 
its value becomes multiplied. 

THE TIMES has frequently called at- 
tention to the great care which is 
taken of forests in European coun- 
tries, and the handsome revenue de- 
rived therefrom. The secretary of 
the Minnesota State Forestry Associa- 
tion, in a recent report, shows that 
in Germany 1,000,000 people are sup- 
ported by forestry, and 2,000,000 more 
by manufactures, of which forest 
products form the principal material. 
The little duchy of Baden, not as 
large 2s many American counties, de- 
rives a net annual revenue of $667,000 
from its 240,000 acres of public forest. 
The kingdom of Wurtemberg, only a 
little larger than the county of St. 
Louis, in Minnesota, derives a net 
annual revenue of $1,700,000 from its 
418,000 acres of public forest. The 
kingdom of Saxony—which leads all 
other countries in forestry—from [ts 
430,000 acres of mostly spruce forest, 
and mostly on poor mountain, land, 
derives an annual net income of $1,- 
900,000, being $4.50 per acre, and she 
is not exhausting her forests.. On the 
contrary, her forests are worth double 
today what they were forty years ago. 

It is time that-the United States 
should take up the question of forest 
preservation in a broad-minded, lib- 
eral and practical manner. Millions 
of dollars are now wasted every year 
through the present 


travagant system—or rather lack of 
system,

We do not believe that 
the “Huntington lobby” will be big 
enough or masterful enough to pre- 
vent the consummation of this great 
work, in the course of time. He and 
his hired attorneys may delay the 
enterprise, just as they have the con- 
struction of our deep-sea harbor, but 
in the long run the people will win. 
“Keeping. everlastingly at it brings 
success,” particularly in . bucking 
against the organized appetite of the 
Southern Pacific of Kentucky.

THE BURBANK. With the excep- 
tion of ‘“‘The Mikado,’ which has been 
the rage with Los Angeles theater- 
goers ever since its first production 
here last week, the Grau Opera Com- 
pany scored its greatest artistic suc- 
cess last night with the opening pres- 
entation of Flotow’s’' melodious opera, 
“Martha.” It was also a popular suc- 
cess, for the house was crowded to the 
doors | with a most appreciative and 
enthusiastic audience. Great credit is 
due to the company for the spirit and 
finish with which the opera was both 
acted and sung, for this is the first 
time “Martha” has Ween placed on the 
repertoire of the Grau company as it 
stands now, and but a short time was 
given for its. preparation. The opera 
is familiar to all the principals, so 
that it required but few rehearsals, 
but welding. it into a. symmetrical 
whole is a far different matter, and 
the smoothness and compactness of 
the ensemble work was. astonishing. 
The chorus rosa to the occasion in its 
usual gallant style, and did much good 
work.-. The beautiful quintette finale 
to the third act was magnificently 
sung. 

‘‘Martha” is distinctly Harry Davies's 
opera. It is his favorite of them all, 
and in it his voice is at its best. In 
spite of a slight, passing hoarseness 
which at times marred the beauty 
of some of his upper notes, the smooth, 
velvety quality of his tone was never 
more evident. His singing of the 
“Dormi Pur,” in the delightful scene 
and quartette in the’ second act, was 
perhaps the best thing he did, but the 
aria, ‘‘Like a Dream, Bright and Fair,” 
nearly equaled it in beauty. Mr. Da- 
vies’s' voice’is peculiarly suited to 
music like that of ‘‘Martha,”’ and he 
is so entirely at home in the part of 
Lionel that his warmth of tempera- 
ment is more evident in it than in 
anything else he sings. ’ 

It was not only Mr. Davies who was 
at-his best last night. The entire cast 
was on its mettle and did excellent 
work throughout. Sylvian Langlois 
sang the part of Plunkett in place of 
George Broderick, who had originally 
been cast for it. and Mr. Langlois both 
sang and acted in his happiest vein. 
He was in especially good voice, which 
showed to excellent advantage in the 
“Porter Song,’’ as also in the duet 
with Mr. Davies, “Lost, Proscribed, a 
Friendless Pilgrim.”

With it, then, we discuss its choice 
for Senator.

SOLDIERS DRILL. 


GAIL FERGUS8$N’S COMRADES AID 
HIS WIDOWED MOTHER. — 


Second Battalion, Seventh Regiment, 
Performs to Swell the Gail Fer- 
‘guson Fand—Spectacular Man- 
euvers Executed With Precision 
and Promptness by the Soldiers. 


Members of the Second Battalion. 
Seventh Regiment, gave a drill before 
600 persons for the benefit of the Gail 
Ferguson fund in Hazard’s Pavilion 
jast evening. That the crowd was no 
larger was perhaps due to the recent 
date of the regimental drill at Agri- 
cultural Park, which in reality was 
the same as that given last evening, 
except on a larger scale. 

The gallery of the Pavilion was well 


filled. Thirty officers and ninety-six 
men took part in the various drills. 
They maneuvered by squads, platoons, 


companies and in a battalion, and 
were frequently applauded. Owing to 
the size of the hall, the full number 
of men in the battalion did not take 
part in the drills. Three sets of fours, 
or twenty-four men, formed a com- 
pany, and each company was com- 
manded by seven officers. The regi- 
ment’s mascot, little Arthur Gruck- 
man, was there, also, and no soldier 
in the hall looked on the well-executed 
movements of the men witn more pride 
than this little fellow, who paraded 
around the room with a captain’s 
sword dangling by his side. 

No part of the programme was more 
enthusiastically received than the 
Dhvsical drill with arms, to music. It 
Was given by the entire battalion with 
a precision and promptness well de- 
serving the applause it called forth. 
The battalion parade and the drill by 
Co. A were also enthusiastically re- 
ceived by ‘the audience. The whole: 


programme was well carried out, but | 


these three parts were perhaps the 
best executed of any of the drills. Co. 
A’s drill was exceptionally good. The 
commands of Capt. Wankowski' were 
given with bewildering rapidity,. but 
his company, acting with admirable 
unity, carried out his orders in a man- 
which brought forth praise from 
leven the most indifferent person in 
the house. 

Reveille was sounded by five bugilers 
at 8:30 o’clock, and three minutes later 
the battalion marched into the main 
hall from the cloakrooms at either side 
of the entrance. As the men took 
pesitions for the physical drill, they. 
‘were warmly cheered by the crowd. 
After laying their belts on the floor, 
by their sides, the men went through 
various exercises to music with a pre- 
cision'and vim that called forth a burst 
of applause. 

Guard-mount, which was the next 
feature of the programme, was given 
by eight squads of six men each, un- 
der the command of sergeants. After 
forming in a double line across the 
‘hall, the men underwent inspection, 
after which the company was divided 
into two platoons for guard-mount re- 
view. The officers of the guard were: 
First Lieutenant J. D. Fredericks, ad- 
jutant; Capt. W. L. Lippincott, Co. I, 
old officer of the day; Capt. Robert 
Wankowski, Co. A, new officer of the 
day; First Lieutenant Truman Cole, 
Co. C, officer of the guard; Second 
Lieutenant Joy A. Winans, Co. F, 
junior officer of the guard. 

A company drill by Co. F, under 
command of Capt. F. i. Reynolds, was 
very well executed. The men marched, 
counter-marched, halted and fired. 
They executed ‘the manual of arms 
and gave a bayonet exercise. The 


jdrill was well executed, and elicited 
The career of the Seventh Regiment,’ 


applause from the spectators. 

Battalion drill, by four companies, 
under command of Maj. D. R. Weller, 
followed the company drill. Cos. F, 
#&, C and I formed the battalion, com- 
manded, respectively, by Capts. F. L. 
Reynolds. Robert Wankowski, S. R. 
Langworthy and W. L. Lippincott. 
After marching out of the cloakrooms 
by companies, the soldiers executed 
various maneuvers. They marched by 
companies, platoons, and in squads, 
presented company fronts and  bat- 
talion front; formed a hollow square, 
and in’ this formation marched and 
countermarched, faced in and faced 
out, and after giving a bayonet 
drill and an exhibition of loading and 
firing, again’ formed into companieg 
and marched away to prepare for bat- 
talion parade. 

For battalion parade, the men 
marched out by companies, and formed 
two deep, into an L-shaped figure, fac- 
ing in, with the angle at’ the southeast 
corner of the Pavilion.

A PUERILE CHARGE MADE 
AGAINST FRED EATON. 


Story of His Gratuitous and Invalu- 
able Services to the City in 


the Water Contest,

A PUBLIC-SPIRITED | CITIZEN. 


TESTIMONY OF THE CITY’S COUN- 
SEL UPON THE SUBJECT. 


Without His Aid the City Would 
Have Been at Great Disadvan- 
tage in the Water Litigation. 

A Campaign Lie. 


There are few better evidences of 
the merit and strength of a candidate 
for public office than the fact that his 
opponents are forced to resort to trivial 
and colored accusations against him. 
It is usually a safe assumption that 
the merciless scrutiny to which an as- 
pirant for office is subjected will bring 
out every weak point in his record and 
every fair argument that can be ad- 
duced to defeat him. 

The city campaign is now almost 
ended, and it is a notable fact that, 
despite the bitter fight made by the 


fusionists against Fred Eaton, the: 


Republican candidate for Mayor, no 
just reason has yet been advanced to 
lessen the confidence of the voters of 
the city in his integrity, ability and 
fitness for the office. 

He has been misrepresented more 
than once, but such tactics should 
carry no weight with an intelligent 
public. An instance occurred yester- 
day when the Herald published an 
editorial entitled ‘‘Comes Too High,” in 
which Mr. Eaton was accused of hav- 
ing made an extortionate charge for 
professional services when recently re- 
tained by the Water Supply Commit- 
tee of the City Council, to make a 
“special investigation. Mr. Eaton and 
J. D. Schuyler were requested to pass 
upon the question whether the city 
would have a sufficient water supply 
if it should refuse to purchase’ the 
Crystal Springs works. The question 
was-one of the gravest importance, and 
demanded careful investigation and 
complete knowledge of the water prob- 
lem. The two. engineers presented 
their report, and the city was charged 
$100 for each of them. This chaige 
was reduced by the Finance Commit- 
tee to $50. Mr. Eaton, however, has 
never drawn his warrant for. the 
amount allowed him, and it is still in 
the City Auditor’s office. 

The Herald characterizes Mr. Eaton's 
charge as a “preposterous demand,” 
and declares that any public spirited 
citizen should have been Willing to 
render the services desired by the com- 
mittee without compensation. . The 
injustice of this attack is the greater 
because during the past two years Mr. 
Eaton has freely and gratuitously given 
to the city professional services to the 
value of many thousands of dollars, 
showing himself at all times far more

Editor Herald: Noticing ia your 
paper of today and yesterday articles 
reflecting om Mr. Fred Eaton, in regard 
to his charge of $100 for services ren- 
dered to the city in advising concerning 
the possibility of doimg without the 
Crystal Springs Land and Water Com- 
pany s works, it has occurred to us that 
simple justice ta that gentleman re- 
quired that we, who were particularly 
acquainted with the transaction, should 
explain the nature of Mr. Eaton’s serv- 
ices in that matter. 

“On the evening of July 12 last, after 
the water company had practically re- 
fused to entertain a proposition from 
the city to lease the warks of the Crys- 
tal Springs company, by demanding a 
yearly rental of $100,000 for property 
which had beem appraised at less than 
$300,000, the Water Supply Committee 
of the Council met with us and the 
City Engineer to discuss the situation 
and determine what steps should be 
taken by the city with reference to en- 
forcing its rights toa that property. 

“After discussion it was resolved that 
the Committee would advise the Coum- 
cib to relinquish the Bellevue reser- 
voir and pipe line if a sufficient supply 
of water could be procured through the 
‘ power ditch; and, as the time fear ac- 
tion was drawing very short in which 
the city had to elect whether or not it 
would give up its claim to those por- 
tions of the Crystal Springs works, it 
was concluded to call im Mr. Eaton 
(who was more conversant with the 
water company’s system than any of 
our other engineers,) and Mr. Schuyler, 
and have them examine the report upon 
the feasibility of dispemsing with the 
works just referred to, for the commit- 
tee and attorneys were not willing to 
take the responsibility of deciding the 
question for themselves, nor did they 
feel competent to da so. 

“This was late at night, and Messrs. 
-Eaton amd Schuyler, upon having the 
matter explained to them, at once be- 
gan their investigations, which were 
concluded before daylight of next 
morning, when they handed in their 
report to the effect that the city cculd 
do without the works in question with 
the exception of a short pipe line. 

“The question submitted to Mr. Eaton 
and his colleague was a very delicate 
one, the determimation of which in- 
yolved the possibility of a water fam- 
ine, had an erroneous conclusion been 
reached, and the responsibility imposed 
upon the engineers was a heavy ome. 

“What they thus did in a few hours 
was done only through Mr. Eaton’s inti- 
mate acquaintance with the water com- 
pany’s system, obtained by weeks of 
previous examimation, for which no 
charge was ever made. ‘ 

“But outside of this, we consider the 
charge a reasonable one, taking inta 
consideration the engineering knowl- 
edge and the respomsibility assumed. 

“In addition to this, Mr. Eaton, in 
order to confirm his opinion, continued 
his investigations for about two weeks 
longer, going into facts and figures and 
doing an immense amount of work, Mr. 
Schuyler having left for the Fast on the 
day when the report was rendered. 

‘We make this statement without 
any desire to reflect on or criticize the 
course of’ any persom, and especially 
disclaiming any wish to enter inta a 
political discussion or do anything fur- 
ther than correct a misstatement, be- 
lieving that your paper would not wil- 
fully distort the facts, amd especially 
that you have the city’s interests at 
heart too much to permit of your depre- 
ciating the efforts ofany one who

MR. EATON’S STATEMENT. 
. Fred Eaton was interviewed yester- 
day and asked to state the circum- 
stances of the special investigation 
ae by himself ana Mr. Schuyler. He 
said: 

“I was in consultation with the c:ty’s 
attorneys for two weeks prior tu the 
meeting on July 12, fcr the purpose of 
determining the feasibility of dispens- 
ing with the Crystal Springs works. 
When the Water Supply Committee de- 
cided to ask the advice of Mr. Schuy- 
ler and myself, they sent to Santa 
Monica for me. Mr. Schuyler was 
about to leave for the Fast, and had 
already purchased his ticket, but at the 
request of the committee, he delayed 
his departure in order to attend the 
meeting. The commuttee said to us 
that they wanted us to assume the re- 
sponsibility of saying whether the city 
could get along without the Crystal 
Springs works. I had investigated the 
matter for two weeks previous, and was 
prepared to report upon it. Mr. Schuy- 
ler, Mr. Dockweiler and I prepared our 
report late that night, and Mr. Schuy- 
ler asked Mr. Dockweiler to put in a 
demand for $100 for his s«rvices. Mr. 
Dockweiler made out a. demand for 
$100 each for Mr. Schuyler anc myself. 
The Finance Committee subsequently, 
without my knowledge, reduced the 
amount to $50 fort «ach of us. 

“I did not intend to charge the city 
anything, but through professional 
courtesy Mr. Dockweiler made demands 
alike for both Mr. Schuyler and royeelf. 
I consider that the services rendered 
in prepering this opinion and the re- 
sponsibility that we assumed were 
worth a great deal more than the 
‘amount that was charged, and if the 
city could not afford to pay me $100, 
was welcome to my services for noth- 
ing.. I have refused to accept the $50 
and the warrant has aver since been 
in the City Auditor's office.” 


A PUBLIC SPIRITED CITIZEN. 
The attack made upon Fred Eaton 


has been conspicuous for years in-dis- 
interested efforts to protect the city’s 
rights against the Water Company. 
He has freely given his time and pro- 
fessional services whenever called upon 
by the city’s atorneys, although ac- 
tually retained in the city’s employ 
but a short period. His thorough ac- 
quaintance with the water system, and 
the painstaking investigations he had 
made, rendered his advice and opinion 
of the greatest value to the city. If 
Mr. Eaton had been actuated merely 
by the desire to make money, he could 
have earned thousands of dollars from 
‘the Water Company, which repeatedly 
sought to retain him. His refusal or 
these offers plainly shows that he 
placed his duty as a citizen far above 
considerations of private gain. 

Emphatic testimony on this point is 
given by Lee & Scott, the city’s coun- 
sel since the inception of the water liti- 
gation. Mr. Scott said yesterday: 

“The services gratuitously rendered 

to the city by Mr. Eaton in the water 
controversy have been of the greatest 
value. Our firm was retained, 1 be- 
lieve, in 1895, as special counsel for the 
city in this litigation, but we were not 
called upon to take any active steps till 
1896, when the Pomeroy and Hooker 
condemnation suit was brought on for 
trial. On account of Mr. Eaton’s fa- 
miliarity with the Los Angeles River, 
resulting from his long employment by 
the Water Company, it was at once 
manifest to us and to the City Attor- 
ney that his services would be very 
beneficial to the city, if not absolutely 
necessary. At this time Mr. Eaton 
was not in active work, but consented 
to-take on himself the onerous burden 
of getting up the evidence which was 
required to substantiate the city’s con- 
tention regarding the underflow of the 
river, viz., that it was part of the 
surface stream 

*‘Mr. Eaton took charge of the ergin- 

eering work and devised the plan of 
proceeding which enabled the city to 
present its case and obtain a verdict 
confirming the position we had taken 
in regard to subterranean waters in the 
land sought to be condemned. 

“During the preparation of the Pom- 
eroy & Hooker case and the trial we 
were in constant consultlation with Mr. 
Eaton in regard to the matter, covering 
a period of several months’ time. In 
determining the amount of compensa- 
tion for his services, Mr. Eaton joined 
with the other engineers in agresing to 
accept $150, which was all that he re- 
ceived for some four months’ work, in- 
cluding about four weeks in court. 

“This was but a small vart of the 
service which Mr. Eaton rendered, for 
since we have had the matter of the 
city’s water contract in our hands we 
were constantly engaged in examining 
into the facts for the purpose cf deter- 
mining upon the policy and the course 


should have’ expired. Mr. Waton was 
called upon frequently to explain to us 
matters which were probably not in the 
knowledge of any other person, and to 
give his ovinion and advice. We were 
thus enabled to act at once, where we 
would otherwise have been delayed for 
a considerable time in acquiring the in- 
formation which he furnished us. 

“This, indeed, has continued up to the 
present time, and Mr. Eaton has always 
placed himself at out call, whether in 
the day or night, whenever we desired 
to consult him. Not only was he thus 
consulted by us, but he obtained for us 
much valuable information both as re- 
gards engineering questions and other 
facts, some of which we probably could 
not have obtained from any other 
source, These last mentioned consulta- 
tions with Mr. Eaton were entirely vol- 
untary on his part, and he neither 
asked nor received any compensation 
for them. 3 

“These conferences occurred at fre- 
quent intervals during 1896, 1897 and 
1898, and at times when Mr. Eaton was 
under no contract of employment with 
the city with regard to these imattcrs. 
When we prepared the ordinance pro- 
viding for the creation of the depart- 
ment of waterworks, just before the 
expiration of the contract with the-wa- 
ter company, Mr. Eaton was called 
upon to advise with us and the City 
Attorney with reference to this matter. 
and the ordinance is practically based 
upon the information and advice that 
he gave. 

“About this time, too, we were con- 
sidering the policy and course of action 
to be adopted by the city upon the 
expiration of the -ontract, and Mr. 
Eaton was in almost daily consuitation 
with us. These latter consultations 
also involved the question whether the 
city could dispense with the whole or 
any part of the works claimed by the 
Crystal Springs Land and Water Com- 
pany, and at our request, Mr. Eaton 
had investigated into this matter befcre 
he and Mr. Schuyler were catled on 
to report on the night of July 12. 


“In fact, Mr. Waton’s gratuitous 
services throughout the whole of this 
business have been not only continu- 
ous, but invaluable to the city. We 
are confident that they were performed 
solely on account of public-spirited mo- 
tives. From the beginning he has been 
as zealous in the promotion of the city’s 
interests as the city officials themselves. 
all of whom have given their full and 
hearty. codperation in all of our ef- 
forts. Without Mr. Eaton's assistance 
we would have labored under an im- 
mense disadvantage, if inde2d our ef- 
forts would not have been completely 
paralyzed. This was particularly true 
in regard to the litigation with the 
Crystal Springs Land :.nd Water Com- 
pany. as Mr. Eaton furnished intorma- 
tion in regard to that -:natter, which 
we could not have obtained from any 
other source. , 

“Had the water company been able

A malicious campaign lie has been 
circulated to the effect that Fred 
Eaton or some member of his family 
owns stock in the water company. 
This statement is absolutely untrue, 
and has been repeatedly refuted by 
Mr. Eaton. He has publicly offered to 
pay $100 to any person who can show 
that a single share of water company 
stock is owned by Mr. Eaton, or any 
member of his family. Fred Eaton's 
uncle, John S. Griffin, who is now 
dead. owned some stock at one time, 
but it was all sold eighteen years ago. 

No man has been more earnest, more 
disinterested, and more consistent than 
Fred Eaton in the effort to protect the 
rights of the people of Los Angeles in 


the protracted struggle with the water 
company. 


BLACK AND RED. 


MAYOR SNYDER APPEARS UNDER 
TWO FLAGS, 


a 


Meeting of Negro Democrats Which 
Did not Result as He Had Ex- 
pected—Addresses a Joint Meet- 
ing of Negroes and Socialists. 


In his efforts to secure votes for him- 
self for reélection, many things have 
been charged against Mayor Snyder. 
but his warmest supporters have never 
for a moment thought he would ever 
consent to willfully address a meeting 
of Socialists—embryo Anarchists—even 
if he lost the office. Some of the ac- 
tions of the Mayor, particularly his 
avowed purpose to seize the water 
plant at the expiration of the contract 
between the city and the water com- 
pany, have been decidedly anarchistic, 
but when such matters were broached 
by him he was not taken to be in 
earnest, and therefore but little at- 
tention Was paid to him or to his 
schemes. 

Last night His Honor was actually 
compelled to attend a meeting of the 
local Socialists and to address such a 
meeting. In all fairness, it may be 
said that he was not billed to speak at 
such a meeting, but he spoke all the 
Same to an audience of seventy-five 
or more men and women who are avow- 
edly ‘“‘agin the guvernment.” How it 
happened makes quite a story. 

It appears that Snyder was to have 
addressed a meetinz of negro Demo- 
crats, or alleged Democrats, at Pan- 
orama Hall, at No. 318% South Main 
street, last night. Every one knows 
there are few of the colored race in 
this city who are Democrats, ‘xcept 
for what they can work such officials 
as Snyder for, and it had not heen ex- 
pected that there would be more than 
a thousand present. By actual count 
there were only about twenty negroes 
there when the time for the meeting 
arrived. This was disappointing, for a 
crowd had been promised that would 
fill the hall. 

The negroes were first on the scene, 
and soon after they began arriving a 
number of white people began coming 
to the hall. This surprised the colored 
politicians, for they thought they 
were to have the Mayor all to them- 
selves. When the hall became well 
filled inquiry was made as to the rea- 
son for the presence of so many Cau- 
casians. Then it was announced tiuat 
the Socialists had rented the hall for 
the evenirg, and they were also won- 
dering where they’ had secured so many 
colored converts. Mutual explanations 
were made, and the colored men de- 
manded the hall. The--Socialists re- 
fused to yield, and for a time it ap- 
peared that there would be no meeting 
and possibly a scrap. A compromise 
was finally arranged, by the terms of 
which the Socialists agreed to relin- 
quish the hall to tehir colored brethren 
provided the latter would remain at the 
Socialist meeting afterward. 

Snyder appeared. He talked for half 
an hour and told ‘‘what I done,” but 
did not say what he had not done, or 
what he should have done. There was 
no enthusiasm among the Socialists 
over his speech, and he finally with- 
drew. What followed must have bored 
the negroes, but they kept their word 
and remained at the Socialist meeting. 
Job Harriman was the speaker of the 
evening, and what he did to Snyder and 


his administration ‘‘was a plenty.” He. 


is ordinarily a @ood speaker, and such 
a subject gave him an opportunity for 
the full range of his talents. He 
roasted Snyder to a turn, and then 
turned him over and roasted him again. 
Neither mecting was enthusiastic, and 
the next time the Mayor attends a 
negro meeting Re will insist that there 
shall be no socialistic accompaniment.

SUCKER 


‘Two OF THE POKER DAVIS 
GANG "UP AGAINST IT.” 


A Victim Who Would not Listen to 
Bribery Propositions, but In- 
sisted on Prosecuting. 


THE BUNCO SHARKS ON TRIAL. 


POKER. A L’& DAVIS, FULLY EX- 
PLAINED IN COURT, 


= 


Newell and Starr Tried for Fleecing 
a Riverside Veteran, Who Per- 
sisted in 
Submitted on Briefs. 


— 


No sucker ever skinned by the Poker 
Davis bunco gang has proved so stub- 
born as FE. W. Easton, the old soldier 
from Riverside. who was duly skinned 
by four members of the gang in Poker 
Davis's branch office on West Third 
street, November 1. 

Easton is stubborn to the point of 
exasperation. He would not quit “hol- 
lerine’ even after his meney was re- 
@urned to him, and he was offered a 
substantial bribe beside. but has Kept 
right on camping on the trail of his 
despodilers until two ef them have been 
brought before the bar of justce. 

Such perverse conduct on the part 
fa sucker has caused the hair of the 

enevolent old gentleman, who is pres- 

ent of the Poker Davis Gang for the 
S\inning of Suckers, to turn at least 
thee shades whiter. The old man is 
e€Xeedingly distraught over the un- 


- reasonable course pursued by Mr. Eas- 


Riverside, but he is doing the best 


and Starr, from the meshes of 
the lay. 

Even\as late as Wednesday night 
Davis Was laboring with the obdurate 
sucker te abandon the prosecution of 
Newell afd Starr. The old man offered 
his personal note for $10 to Easton, be- 
sides monetary considerations held out 
by other members of the gang, if Eas- 
ton would go back to Riverside and 
not appear {in court against the men 
who skinned him. But the virtuous 
Riversider steeled his heart:and replied: 

“Get thee bebind Satan. i have given 
my word that I would prosécute this 
case, and I] would not sell my honor 
for $500." 

For the space of a whole hour Davis 
and his confederates wrestled with the 
stubborn sucker to let up on the prose-— 
cution, but arguments and entreaties 
were Vain. He would not budge one 
inch from his firm determination. 

After the conference of Wednesday 
night. the old man retired sorrowfully 
to his den, but still hoping that-some- 
thing might occur to prevent the trial 
of Newell and Starr on the succeeding 
afternoon. Providence did not inter- 
Yene, and even Attorney Shinn, with 
all his persuasive eloquence, could not 
prevent—_the trial from going on. 

THE TRIAL BEGUN. 

Newell, Starr and Davis were in 
court at the hour set for the trial to 
begin yesterday afternoon. The court- 
room was filled with devotees of the 
green cloth, and others interested in 
the case. The spectators were well re- 
paid for their attendance, for the pro- 
ceedings were exceedingly interesting, 
not to say edifying and amusing. The 
imtricacies of the fascinating game of 
draw poker, as played by the “Poker” 
Davis gang, according to the descrip- 
tion given by one of the victims, were 
@ revelation to most of those present 
and made “Poker’’ Davis himself re- 
lax from his dignified gravity long 
enough to crack a few smiles. 

At the outset of the proceedings, Mr. 
Shinn offered a general demurrer to 
the complaint against Newell and 
Starr. This was promptly overruled 
by Justice Morrison, and an exception 
entered. Then Mr. Shinn moved to dis- 
miss the complaint, on the ground that 
the facts stated therein did not con- 
6titute a public offense. This motion,. 
too, Was overruled, and the taking of 
testimony was begun. 

E. W. Easton, the complaining wit- 
ness, Was asked to relate all the cir- 
cumstances connected with the affair 
of November 17, when he was alleged to 
have been buncoed out of $26.50 by 
Pete Newell, Henry Starr, alias Stein, 
and two other persons designated in the 
complaint as John Doe and Richard 
Roe, whose true names are unknown 
to the prosecution and wha have not 
yet been arrested. 

MR. SHINN OBJECTS. 

Easton started in to tell how John 
‘Doe and Richard Ree met him on Main 
street and steered him to Poker Davis's 


Third-street joint, where he was fleeced 
by the gang. But Mr. Shinn at cmce 
interposed an objection to the admis- 
sion of the testimony about transac- 
tions of or with mythical personages 
apart from the presence af the defen- 
‘dants at the bar. Mr. Shifn argued at 


great length to show the injugtness of } 


admitting such evidence. He said the 
John Doe and Richard Roe named in 
the complaint might have been ene- 
mies of Pete Newell, or police officers 
in disguise, who resarted to this method 
to get in and job him. The contention 
that aconspiracy existed between the 
defendants at the bar and defendants 
unknown was not tenable, and for 
that reason conversations or transac- 
tians with the unknowns out of the 
hearing of the reali defendants should 
be excluded from the evidence and the 
complaint be dismissed. Mr. Shinn 
cited numerous alleged authorities. in 
support of this contention, but before 
the court passed on the point raised, 
Mr. Chambers withdrew his last ques- 
tion, without waiving the right to re- 
cur to it later, and asked the defendant 
to begin his narrative with the trans- 
actions that took place after he was 
eteered into the poker joint. - 
FELL AMONG THIEVES. 

Mr, Easton said Newell and Starr 
were in the room when he was steered 
into it by the two unknown men. They 
were sitting at a table upon which was 
a big pile of poker chips and some 
‘cards, covered by a newspaper. He 
was introduced to them by one of the 
steerers. They remarked that thev 
had just been engaged in a little game 
of cards and asked if the newcomers 
had any objections if they kept on 
playing. The newcomers did not ob- 
ject. One of them, who went hy the 
name of Mason, even asked to he a)- 
lowed to take a hand in the game. It 
Was apparently only a game for cigars. 
but Mason had to buy some chips. He 
won the game, and then asked all! five 
to join in. Easton asked to be ex- 
cused because he said he did not know 
how .to play. The rest insisted, ana 
Mason at length suggested that he he 
dealt two hands, one of which Easton 
should play under his. instructions. 
Easton did not buy any chips, but the 
hand he held won, and they shoved 
over a stack of chips worth $8 or $9 to 
him, and in some manner. convinced 
him that it was his duty to put up 
$2.50 which promptly went into Newel]l’s 
pocket. 

THE SUCKER SKINNED. 

It was Easton's turn to deal the cards 
next, and he them out according 
to instructions. He held two aces and 
a pair of jacks in the hand he was 
playing for Mason.- They shoved in

Not wish- 
ing to see Mason get stuck, Easton 


produced $4, and the gang kept on 
talking till he laid $20 more on the ta- 
ble. He picked the whole $24 up again 
and Wes about to replace it In his 
pocket, When Mason snatched it out of 
his hand and pushed it over to Newell 
who transferred it to his own pocket, 
with great celerity. Then they tried 

suade him to put up more. _ He 
still had $42.50 in his jeans, but very 
prudently held on to it. He was con- 
vinced by this time that he had fallen 
among thieves, and plainly told them 
£0, He got up to go out, and the 
steerers went out with him. : 

“What did you do after going out,’ 
asked Deputy District Attorney Cham- 
bers. 

This question brought Mr. Shinn to 
his feet again, and he protested loudly 
against the introduction of any testi- 
mony regarding ° anything that hap- 
pened apart from the presence of the 
defendants. Mr. Chambers modified 
his question by asking: . 

“Did you report your loss 
one?” 

This was also objected to, but the 
witness was permitted to answer. 

TOLD A POLICEMAN. 

Easton then related how he told his 
troubles to Officer Ziegler, whom he 
met upon the street. The officer re- 
turned with him to the poker joint, 
where Newell and Starr still lingered. 
Ziegler asked Newell: “How about 
this man’s money?” Newell replied 
that he had won it in a poker game. 
Easton declared that he had been 
robbed, and demanded the return of 
his money. Newell said if the officer 
would leave, he would return the 
money to Easton. Ziegler refused to 
leave, and Newell, after a short par- 
ley, gave Easton $24. Then he ordered 
him out of the room, saying it was his 
apartment. Easton went outside, but 
waited till Ziegler appeared with the 
defendants, whom he placed under ar- 
rest, and then all went to the Police 
Station together. 

QUEER DECK OF CARDS. 

The questions again recurred to the 
poker game. Easton, in his attempt to 
describe the. manner in which the 
game was played, betrayed his ignor- 
ance of cards by stating that Starr 
held three trays in one hand, all of 
the same color, red. That was the 
hand that beat his two pairs of aces 
and jacks. The allusion to the three 
red trays caused Poker Davis to lose 
his gravity. The old man laughed till 
he burst off a suspender button. The 
idea of three three-spots of the same 
color in a deck of cards used by his 
gang was very ludicrous. A _ deck 
containing five aces of any color would 
not have been more laughable. 

HOW HE WAS STEERED. 
“How did you happen to go up to 
that room?” slyly asked Mr. Chambers 
by and by. 

This was thesame question that Mr. 
Shinn had objected to so strenuously 
at the beginning of the examination. 
He was instantly on his feet again to 
protest against the hearing of any evi- 
dence on that point. Justice Morrison 
seid hé would admit the testimony un- 
der objection and would strike it out 
later, if found to be irrelevant. 

Easton then related how he was 
steered to the poker joint. He said he 
was accosted on Main street by a 
young man who inquired the way to 
the Santa Fé stockyards, where he 
wished to look at some livestock. 
Easton could not give him the desired 
directions. Then the affable stranger 
introduced himself as a recent arrival

MAiason said he was going ; then rested. 


NEWELL ON THE STAND. 

The gay and debonnair P. Newell 
opened the ball for the defense. He 
entered a general denial to Easton’s 
story. He said he and Starr were 
playing poker in Poker Davis's office 
on the morning of November 17, when 
Easton and two men whom he had 
seen but once before, came in and 
wanted to play. He did not know who 
the other men were. He had met them 
at the same place about five days 
previously, and played poker with 
them. He had not conspired with them 
nor anybody else to bring Easton 
there. Easton appeared quite eager to 
play. He asked the price of the chips 
and bought $5 worth at the start. He 
lost those, and then bought $10, and 
afterward $9 worth morexall of which 
he lost. One of the other Men lost $12 
and the other $14 during the game, all 
of which Newell won. He also won 
$48 from Starr, making his total win- 
nines $98, during the morning. Easton 
went away without kicking, but pres- 
ently returned with an officer and de- 
manded his money back. He whispered 
in his ear that he had a Sick son at 
Riverside and needed his money. Then 
Newell with a great burst of gener- 
ositv. Said: “If that is the case, I will 
return your money, but you should not 
gamble if you cannot afford to lose.” 

ONLY A SPECULATOR.,. 

On cross-examination, Newell - said 
he was @ speculator by profession. 

“You mean by that that you specu- 
late on the turning of cards?’ queried 
Mr. Chambers. “As a matter of fact 
you are a gambler?” 

“Well, perhaps I am a gambler.” 

“You also occasionally engage in the 
skinning of suckers?” 

“No, L have never done that.” 

“Well, do you always give the money 
back when the fellow who loses it to 
you makes a roar?’ 

“No. Only when I think the loser is 
unfortunate, and had no business tv 
gamble?’’ 

“Then you returned FEaston’s money 
out of sheer sympathy?’ 

“Yes, I guess I sympathized with 
him, or I would not have done it. I 
have often given money to people with 
whom I have not gambled at all.” 


“That is very creditable of you, in- 
deed. That will do.” 


STARR'S BAD MEMORY. 

The last witness for the defense was 
Starr, or “Stein,” as he calls himself in 
this case. He contradicted Newell’s 
testimony so much that it is a ques- 
tion whether Poker Davis will not dis- 
miss him from the gang. If Starr 
plays poker as poorly as he testifies in 
court, it is no wonder that he lost $48 
to the smooth Pete Newell in one 
game. 
Starr denied. that ‘he was a profes- 
sional gambler, but admitted that he 
had not done much else for the last 
year... The last time he worked, he 
Says, was for City Engineer. Dock- 
weiler, about a year ago. He lives 
with his parents and they support him. 
He sometimes borrows a few dollars 
from a friend and plays poker. His 
principal income is derived from play- 
ing poker. 
His story about. the fleecing of Eas- 
ton differed in several material respects 
from that told by Newell, although it 
was evident that he tried to stick to 
the same tale told by his confederate. 
His memory was bad, that Was all. 

Counsel agreed to submit the case 
without argument, but each side askee@ 
time to file briefs. Five days were 
granted for this purpose, and the court 
at 6 o'clock p. m., adjourned. 


from Colorado. While they were con- 
versing an older man came up whom 
the young man introduced as his uncle 
Mr. Mason. The conversation drifted 
from livestock and climate to mining. 
The young man wore a scarf pin made 
of a gold nugget, and the old man had 
some fine specimens of gold ore in his 
pocket.

The poker game in which Eas- 
ton participated so reluctantly and 
which resulted so disastrously to him, 
was then begun, 
GAMBLER’S BRIBES SPURNED. 
Mr. Chambers -next asked Easton 
about conversations he had had with 
the defendants since the filing of the 
complaint against them. He stated that 
Starr, Newell, Poker Davis and others 
had offered him indficements to aban- 
don the prosecution, but he felt in 
honor bound to stay with the case to 
the bitter end. 

He said Starr approached him on 
Fifth street some days ago, and told 
him that the boys wanted to see him 
at the Hollenbeck Hotel. He went up. 
Poker Davis fell in with them on the 
way, and told him that the boys were 
anxious to have the thing fixed up. He 
Was not to be bribed or scared off, 
however, and told them so. ; 
After leaving the courtroom Wednes- 
day, Newell followed him to Fifth dnd 
Spring streets, and renewed his en- 
treaties for Easton to let up on them, 
Newell said he had a sick wife and 
child, and would like to fix the matter 
up. Easton still was obdurate. 

On Wednesday evening the gang 
made one more attempt to get Easton 
to go back to Riverside and abandon 
the case. Davis, Newell and others 
called upon him at Fifth and Spring 
streets, and pleaded with him for about 
an hour. Davis offered him his note of 
hand for $10, and a man dressed in 
soldiers’ clothes, said he would give 
$5 out of his own pocket to have the 
prosecution stopped. The soldier said 
Poker Davis was a very nice man. They 
talked with Easton till he got cold and 
he gave them the cold, marble heart. 
and told them they could: not buy his 
honor for $500. 


A NOVICE AT CARDs. °* 

On cross-examination Easton testified 
that he served in the Thirteenth Tlli- 
nois Cavalry during the war. He said 
that he did not learn to play poker 
in the army. The only games he could 
play were euchre and seven-up, and 
he had learned to play them only with- 
in the last three years. He did not want 
to play poker with strangers, but they 
dragged him into the game without his 
consent, 

“Then you are like the woman 
Shakespeare’ tells about, who vowing 
she would not consent, consented,” in- 
terposed Mr. Shinn. The witness re- 
plied that he was not acquainted with 
Shakespeare's women. 

Faston stuck bravely to the state- 
ments made by him on direct ¢xamina- 
tion. Seeing he could not entrap him 
into contradictions, Mr. Shinn at last 
abandoned the cross-examination, but 
not before Easton had stated that he 
Was scared out of his money. He 
thought it better to give up part than to 
be robbed of the bd gor for Pete Newell 
looked very wicked and the rest of the 
gang also impressed him unfavorably. 

Officer Ziegler related the circum- 
Stances of the arrest of Newell and 
Starr, much as Easton had done. He 
said Newell disg@orged the $24 without 
much remonstrance.

GOV. BRADY MAKES APPEAL IN BE- 
HALF OF ALASKA, 


She Has Many Needs Which Congress 
Should Attend To—Does not 
Think Her People Should Be 


Classed With. Outlanders—The 
Whisky Evil. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 
WASHINGTON, Dew 1.—The annual 


report of Goy. Brady of Alaska, briefly 


summarized in Secretary Bliss’s report, 
was made public today. It makes a 
strong plea for Congressional action on 
Alaska’s needs at the coming session, 
and begs Congress to treat slaskans— 
as American citizens and not to clas- 
sify them with Kanakas, Filipinos and 
Cubans. It points out that Alaska is 
thirteen times larger than Cuba, has 
been “in our possession for thirty-one 
years, and its value has been unknown 
and unappreciated.’ 

Gov. Brady declares that it would 
seem as impossible to prevent smug- 
gling of liquor into Alaska as it would 
be to prevent the clouds from rolling 
bv or the tide from ebbing or flowing, 
though the support of the collector of 
internal revenue by three or four reve- 
nue cutters and a of steam 
launches to patrol southeastern Alaska 
would largely check the evil. The Gov. 
ernor adds: 

“The more the collector and his 
force stop the importation of liquors on 
the steamer, the better it is for those 
engaged in smuggling. Chief smug- 
glers sent their orders and checks to 
Victoria, B. C. The average price 
which the dealers pay the smugglers 
is $7 per gallon for whisky which it 
the market at Port Townsend is worth 
from $2 to $2.50 per gallon. As the 
retail dealer considers this a high price 
he undertakes to adulterate it, and 
by his villainous compounds succeeds 
in making two or three gallons out of 
one. 

“For the past year, much foreign 
liquor has gone up to the summits 
on the Dyea and SkKaguay trails. A 
portion of this has found its way back, 
to be sold in the numerous saloons in 
each of these towns. The seizure by 
the customs officers for the past year 
have probably amounted to 2500 gal- 
lons. The amount of foreign liquor 
which has been smuggied wili proba- 
blv amount to 60,000 gallons. None of 
this foreign liquor has at any time 
brought any revenue to the United 
States.” 

Recommendation is made for a high- 
license liquor law, a tax of a few cents 
a case On salmon and 10 cents a ton 
for wharfage. The first two combined 
would met at least $235,000 annually; 
the third, $100,000, based on this 
year’s wharfage. It is also recom- 
mended that the general land laws 
be extended to Alaska; that Alaska 
be given representation in Congress; 
that Japonskey Island be made a naval 
station, and that cable communication 
be effected with the United States.

SEVENTH WARD RALLY. 


REPUBLICAN CANDIDATES ‘GREET- 
ED BY AN ENTHUSIASTIC CROWD. 
The Issues of the Campaign Dis- 

cussed by Most of Them, as Well 


as by Other Speakers—A Colored 
Orator Brings Down the House. 


One of the most enthusiastic meet- 
ings of the campaign was held last 
night at Kearney’s Hall on Seventh 
street, under the auspices of the Seventh 
Ward Republican Club, C. M. Sage 
presiding. 

Fred Eaton made one of his piain 
speeches, full of sound sense and good 
business policy, handling a number of 
the leading issues of the campaign. He 
said it had been stated many times that 
the Republican candidates had prom- 
ised the city better schools if they 
should be elected, and he pledged the 
candidates to keen their promises, ad- 
ding that the fact that the High School 
is doing double duty in harboring over 
1200 pupils when it is designed for only 
600 was not cteditable to any city which 
has so many advantages as this, and 
yet this school is not alone crowded. 

“Of course the Mayor can do noth- 
ing with such a condition,” he added, 
“unless he has the coéperation of the 
Council, but if I am elected Mayor and 
am given the support of a Republican 
Council, we will together see that the 
schools of the city are so increased in 
capacity that there will be a seat for 
every pupil. You gentlemen realize the 
burden imposed on us by children when 
they reach the High School axe, and 
when their time is wasted there is a 
heavy monetary loss.’’- 

Turning to the water question,. he 
covered it thoroughly. 

“I had rather not be elected Maror,” 
he declared, “‘than: be elected and have 
a Democratic Council; for in such case 
I would realize that the whole effort 
of the Council would be to put me ina 
false light before the people for polit- 
ical reasons. You needn't be afraid of 
me. I am going to be elected, Sut I am 
afraid that political workers on the 
other side will come to you i'sst before 
election with a proposition to trade off 
Mayor Snyder for your own candidate 
for Councilman, Ben Louder. Don’t do 
it- I don’t need votes that bad. 

“The Republican platform has 
pledged the candidates to work along 
the same line that the Republican mem- 
bers of the present Council have fol- 
lowed, and in which they were opposed 
by the Democratic Mayor and the Dem- 
ocratic. Councilmen until they began 
to percieve their mistakes and came 
over to the Republican position, after 
they had tried all manner of schemes. 
The Republicans are pledged to vote 
bonds for the acquisition of the water 
system at once, and judged by the ex- 
perience of other cities which own their 
own water systems, Los Angeles can 
reduce the rate one-half and then pay 
4 per cent. interest on the investment 
and in thirty years wipe out the prin- 
cipal of the debt incurred in the pur- 
chase of the system.”

He told 
of the schemes which had been en- 
gineered to get the city trapped by 
the water schemers, but how the Re- 
publicans had guided the affairs of the 
citv thus far away from all these 
schemes. 

“The city brought suit some time ago 
to condemn land = for headworks for 
the water system,’ he said, “so that 


we could at once turn the water 


and gain our independence from the 
Crystal Springs Water Company, and 
put the city in a position to set its 
own price on that plant, while withhout 
this location for headworks the city 
would be at the mercy of the company. 
The Democratic members of the City 
Council and the Mayor wanted the city 
to take steps to confiscate the plant of 
the water company, which you know 
could not be done. Even the Federal 
government cannot confiscate property. 
But neither the Council nor the at- 
torney can accomplish anything in the 
water issue alone. ~The Mayor, the 
Council, the Engineer and the Attorney 
must work together in harmony if good 
is to be accomplished. It can be said 
that the Republican party has nomi- 
nated for all these positions men who 
are especially fitted for their respective 
duties, and who are in perfect accord 
in taking up the work and carrying it 
out upon the lines which the Republi- 
cans have already started upon. The 
welfare of the city is at stake on the 
election of a full corps of officials who 
will’ work together harmoniously, and 
without that the city may receive inju- 
ries from, which it will not recover for 
for years.”’ 

W. A. Hartwell, candidate for City 
Treasurer and Lafayette Martindale, 
candidate for City Clerk, made brief 
addresses, and were received with ap- 
plause. 

B. S. Lauder, candiate from the Sev- 
enth Ward for Councilman, was given 
an ovation. Every man in the room 
knew him personally. The applause 
testified to the high standing he has 
among his neighbors. He said he was 
not an orator, but he showed a capac- 
ity for straightforward discussion of 
the live issues of the campaign in 
a brief, but impressive, manner. He 
spoke of the improvements neéded in 
the ward, and declared that it would 
be his chief effort if elected to secure 
to the ward its full share of the at- 
tention, of the Council. 

H. I. Jones, candidate for Board of 
Education from the same ward, was 
received in much the same way, the 
fact being demonstrated that he will 
receive the support of all the Repub- 
licans in the ward for the office for 
which he has been named. 

Oscar Lawler paid a tribute to Wal- 
ter Haas. He told how Haas had de- 
clared, when he was admitted to the 
bar in 1891, that he would not lean 
upon any one, but would strike out on: 
his own merits; how he had done that 
rare act of a young lawyer, thrown 
out his own shingle, and how in the 
brief time which had elapsed he had 
won success, even to enable him to 
put a roof of their own over the heads 
of his aged parents, even though it 
was being said against him that he is 
too young to be City Attorney. 

Rev. Scipig Thompson, a_ colored 
orator, made an excellent speech, Which 
was effective as a vote-getter, espe- 
cially among the many colored people 
present. His indorsement of the Re- 
publican party was complete. 

John Drain said that when he was 


a candidate for Superintendent of 
Streets, two years ago. he had de- 


clared that there woyld be no scandals 
in his department, and he pointed with 
pride to the fact that. notwithstanding 
the efforts that have been made to find 
something against his management of 
the street department, his reputation 
is yet clean. 

Ben E. Ward spoke of bis experience 
in the real-estate business in the city, 
and said in that capacity he had he- 
come familiar with the duties of the 
Assesser’s office, and had been sur- 
prised at the injustice which has been 
manifest in many cases which have 
come to his attention in past years. 

Frank Olmsted made one of his 
characteristically-convincing’ addresses, 
“There bas never heen a time in the 
history of the city,” he declared, “when 
the duties of the City Engineer could 
better be transferred to a new man 
than the present. The work of the 
past is now closed up, and We are 
about to enter upon a new work which 
will require years to accomplish. You 
ate men of families, and you realize 
the great need the city has for pre- 


} serving the purity-of the water supply 


and the maintenance of a sewer sys- 
tem constructed upon proper lines. 
With the growth of the city there will 
be- great improvement to the parks, 
there will be public baths, etc., and 
in this city, which we all believe is to 
be one of the great cities of the world 
in time, it is'absolutely necessary that 
the engineering department be in ca- 
pable hands. The destiny of the city 
is to a great extent dependent on the 
votes which will be cast on Decem- 
ber 5.” 

After a modest allusion to his own 
wide experience, Mr. Olmsted spoke 
a word for the other candidates, and 
particularly for Mr. Martindale, the 
veteran who is the candidate for City 
Clerk, and who left a leg upon one 
of the battle fields of the civil War. 
He spoke forcibly of the heroism of 
the man, of his fitness and general 
equipment for the office, and when he 
closed his remarks with the pertinent 
question: ‘Will you turn this hero 
down?” there was a call of ‘“‘No’’ from 
every part of the room, which spoke 
the earnestness of the voters present. 


OLD HOSS SALE. 


FLOTSAM AND JETSAM OF COM- 
MERCE AUCTIONED OFF. 


Wells, Fargo & Co.’s Great Annual 
7 Lottery Draws a Crowd—Suits 
for Sixty Cents and Kidney Med- 
icine for Two Dollars—Queer 
Bargains. 


Buying a pig in a poke is a conserv- 
ative business operation compared to 
the daring investments made yesterday 
at the annual “old hoss’” sale of Wells, 
Fargo & Co. 

The unclaimed packages of a year 
were auctioned off béfore a crowd that 
jammed the empty store-room at No. 
133 South Broadway wntil there was not 
even breathing room. When the sale 
began at 10 o’clock the crowd obstruct- 
ed even the sidewalk outside. The pack- 
ages were knocked down all day long 
at trolley-car speed. 

The gambling spirit that gleamed in 
the biddders’ eyes was contagious, and 
the staidest citizens who dropped in 
to watch proceedings for a moment 
found themselves excitedly yelling a bid 
at the auctioneer and competing with 
their neighbors for a wayworn valise 
with limp sides or a sack-enveloped 
bundle with suspicious knobs. 

A feature of the sale which detracted 
from the gayety of nations was that 
not a single package was delivered un- 
-til the auction was all over. All that 
buyers had to show for their money 
was a little yellow ticket, hopelessly 
uncommunicative as to the contents of 
the package it represented. One result 
was that undiscouraged buyers kept on 
bidding until the money in their pockets 
was all replaced by slips of yellow 
paper. 

Most of the bundles knocked down 
were evidently ‘original packages,”’ 
Complicated systems of string, unlike 
anything any express clerk would ever 
dream of tying; imposing seals of red 
wax, unrumpled paper and smooth ad- 
dresses testified to the fact that the 
package was in its original condition. 

As to the valises and trunks, the 
crowd felt less sure, but the gamblers 
bid merrily, nevertheless, assuring 
each other that to be a sport @ man 
must take his chances. 

Some of the packages gulped wide 
open, so that it was easy to ‘see the 
contents. A rifle, apparently in excel- 
lent condition, was sold for $4.50, and 
‘-another, not upat all, but 
merely with a ticket tied to it, brought 
$8.75. One old woman who had timidly 
bid 10 or 15 cents on package after 
package, only to see it knocked down 
to some purse-proud man for a dollar 
or even vaster sums, in a paroxysm of 
unrefiectimg audacity, successfully bid 
two bits for a cylindrical package 
which was palpably a roll of circulars, 
and clutched at her ticket with a gasp 
of and apprehension. There 
was immense diversisty in the dozen 
chests’full of ‘‘old hosses.’”’ They ranged 
all the way from tiny jewelry boxes to 
trunks and boxes jt would need a dray 
to haul off. 

The crisis of the fun came when the 
sale was over and people began to call 


represented. Most of the buyers 
clutched their packages ‘to their bosoms 
and hurried off to open their prizes ina 
retired spot, sheltered from prying 
eyes. A good many inquisitive—or 
brave—people opened their packages 
forthwith, to the immense delight of 
the crowd. One young man found that 
an expenditure of 75 cents had netted 
him three wooden disks, blackened 
with age, whose origin and use were 
an unsolvable mystery. He threw them 
on the floor anda newsboy carried 
them off. : | 

One man found an old watch in his 
package. Another found that his §2 
had bought a box containing twelve 
bottles of kidney cure. Good Samaritan 
that he was; he promptly distributed 
the medicine among the crowd. Worth- 
less papers and antique circulars were 
common flotsam and jetsam. One man 
captured a brand new suit, of good 
cloth, and beautifully made, for the 
princely expenditure of 60 cents. 

A good many people haven’t the least 
idea what the things they bought are 
meant for, and they are liable to have 
their money’s worth of fun in experi-

If outside in- 
vestors will be so faolish as to put 
up money for real estate which they 
have never seen, without making: in- 
quiry of responsible persons on the 
spot, they must be content to take the 
consequences. 

AN AUSTRALIAN VIEW. 

T. K. Dow is a special commissioner 
of the Leader, one of the leading jour- 
nals of Australia, who has been mak- 
ing a trip through California, and writ- 
ing some interesting articles to his pa- 
per. In a recent issue he makes the 
following comparison between the San 
Joaquin and Fernando valleys and a 
section of Australia which visitors from 
the Antipodes have sometimes found 
imilar: 
ss I am doing a serious injustice to the 
mallee country in the great Murray 
Valley by referring to Southern Cali- 
fornia as the ‘'Californian mallee.”’ Any 
tourist who looks from the window of 
a Pullman car at the avenues of palms 
sycamores, magnolias or eucalypti, and 
the miles and miles of orchards, orange 
groves, olive plantations and vineyards 
about such places as Los Angeles, Paso- 
land, Ontario, Riverside, Pomona or 
Redlands, will think I am flattering the 
mallee; but I am certain that I am 
making no mistake. I am speaking 
of the natural conditions of the country 
in regard to quality of soil, water sup- 
ply, the contour of the surface and 
geographical position. In all these re- 
spects the advantages are on the side 
of the Australian mallee in the Mur- 


‘ray Valley, while the extent of land 


of this quality is so great within reach 
of the Murray as to reduce’ Southern 
Oalifornia to insignificance. When 
your train has climbed the Tehachapi 
Mountain to a height of 4000 feet, and 
formed a spiral loop upon itself by 
tunneling in doing so, you enter the 
Mojave desert. This is a desert in 
reality, and is acknowledged to he 
such even by the people of Southern 
California, who gay that the Delta of 
the Nile is the only soil in the world 
that compares with the particular “‘sec- 
tion’’ where they are “located.’”” Now, 
I have a good word to sav for this 
Mojave desert, for I studied the soll 
somewhat on traveling through, and 
believe it to be very good. It only 
lacks water to make it fertile, and un- 
fortunately. there is no visible way of 
supplying that deficiency. A-range of 
high barren hills is in front, and after 
crossing this section of the desert the 
train enters a gorge, and winds about 
among these desolate hills for forty 
miles, when it comes out of a tunnel 
into one of the famous fertile valleys 
of Southern California. This is Fer- 
nando Valley, which extends all the 
way to Los Angeles, a distance of thirty 
miles. At different points, even in the 
hillss wherever a few acres of hottom 
land admitted of cultivation, we. passed 
productive orchards, and when we 
came into the Fernando Valley the 
scene was most impressive, or- 
chards being continuous all along the 
line, and many small, prosnverous-look- 
ing towns bearing testimony to pro- 
ductiveness of the region. The valley 
Was very narrow, however, and much 
of it was not under cultivation, for 
the reason. I suppose, that enough wa- 
ter has not vet been “developed” to ir- 
rigate it. “Developing water” is an 
enterprise to be referred to later on. 
Some of the soil in the valley is what 
is called good in an agricultural cense. 
although the rainfall is not suffictent 
to render it nroductive; but much of 
it would be called barren in an agricul- 
tural sense, as it bears only cactus 
Plants, and its loose particles rise in 
the form of white dust. This journey 
bas taken us through a good portion 
of os Angeles county, and no county 
in Southern California can claim to be 
of productiveness. 
Well. Los Angeles county. as revealed 
hy other fourneys. is one-third desert 
bevond the mountains. one-third har- 
ren movntain. and ahonrt one-third 
erable vallev of the kind described. A 
map in relief, ee the physical 


features of the most productive por- 
tions of Southern California, is like a 
picture of the human brain. The moun- 
tains, looking like the convolutions of 
‘the, brain, occupy the most space; the 
valleys and the irrigable areas, nest- 
ling around the foothills, forming a 
small part in comparison. The plains 
stretch far enough away from. the 
mountains, but there is no water with 
which to reclaim them upon an exten- 
“Sive The profits of irrigation 
soon led the Californians to use all the 
available water. “Developing water” 
was the next stage. « As the mallee is 
Capable of growing wheat and barley 
without irrigation, the soil being agri- 
culturally good, with the surface level, 
and is traversed by the magnificent 
Murray River, it will be seen that it 
is unfair to refer to Southern ‘Califor- 
nia as the “Californian mallee.”

TRACTION LINE IN OPERATION. 


Dr. Morrison’s Arm in a Sling—Per- 
sonals—Notes. 

Just before 12 0’clock last night the 
Traction Company ran the first car 
over the Fourth street line across Boyle 
Heights, and then north to Evergreet 
cemetery. 

The work had tg be completed and 
the cars running before the close ofr 
the legal day which ended the month 
of November, according to the terms 
of the franchise. Besides Hon. W. H. 
Workman held notes representing $12,- 
000 or more, a bonus raised by prop- 
erty holders who were interested in 
the building of the road. These notes 
were given on condition that the road 
be in operation by the end of the 
month of November. 

All the work has been completed for 
some time excepting the viaduct which 
passes over the tracks of the Santa 
Fé and Terminal railroads, as well as 
over the river. The contractors who 
were constructing this bridge have 
been pressing the work as rapidly as 
possible so as to open the road by the 
time agreed. ‘The new branch which 
is two and one-half miles of double 
track, is now in regular operation on a 
seven-minute schedule. 

The viaduct is 1900 feet long. 

The Traction Company’s entire line 
from Western avenue and Adams 
street to Evergreen cemetery at the 
city limits on First street is eight 
and one-half miles of-double track. 

On Wednesday one of the Second 
street cars barely escaped a serious ac- 
cident by being run into by a Main 
street car. The two cars come to- 
gether with so much violence that the 
one going down Second street to the 
Santa Fé depot was lifted from the 
tracks. The passengers saw the col- 
lision was inevitable, and got out of 
the way as best they could. Dr. Mor- 
rison, chief surgeon of the Santa Fé 
Was on the car going down to the de- 
pot.

IMPORTS OF SPECIE. At San Fran- 
cisco, for ten months to November 1, 
the imports of specie at San Francisco 
were $28,543,624, compared with $10,201,- 
400 for the same month in 189, The 
amount was made up of $2,501,587 in 
gold bullion; $24,681,698 in gold coin; $1,- 
145.399 in silver bullion, and $214,940 
ih silver coin. The gold came mostly 
from Australia, which country sent a 
total of $21,560,703, and the silver mostly 
from Mexico, which sent $2,024,537. Ja- 
pan sent $4,401,401, mostly «old. There 
the receipts of specie are on eastern ac- 
counts sent to balance accounts against 
London for the most part, The presence 
of this money has kept exchange on 
eastern cities hiwh nearly all the year. 

COMMERCIAL.

SAN DIEGO, Dec. 1. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] A number of important enter- 
prises are on foot, as a result of the es- 
tablishment of the new. steamship line to 
Japan and China. One of these is the build- 
ing of a Japan-Chinese warehouse in this | 
city, on a large scale. Capital to the extent 
of $1,000,000 is said to be behind the enter- 
prise.

Big Jewfish Caught 
Hotel, 

HOTEL DEL CORONADO, Dec. 1.—[Regu- 
‘lar Correspondence.] The fishing yesterday 
was very satisfactory, especially to a young 
man employed by the San Diego Fish Com- 
pany, who had a fight with a big jewfith 
weighing 350 pounds. He was fishing for 
yellowtail and Spanish mackerel, and had a 
two-pound croaker on as bait. He was not 
looking for anything bigger than a thirty- 
pound yellowtail, and was accordingly sur- 
prised when his frail line was snapped taut 
by a monster that began to circle about the 
boat and puff like a locomotive. 

The fisherman hastily paid out 500 or 600 
feet of line, but even this was in-ufficient, 
and to save the line from being broken he 
and his companion got out the oars and 
rowed the boat after the big fish. For- 
tunately they prevented the breaking of the 
iine.- As gently as they could they began 
to haul in, but the big fish resented this 
with a flip of his tail anda shake of his 
head like a vicious horse. After a struggle 
of an hour and twenty minutes the big fel- 
low was tired out and drawn to the rail, 
where he was dispatched with a marlinspike. 
He was weighed at the fish warehouse, ip- 
ping the scales at a trifle over 359 pounds. 
‘He was the largest jewfish ceught so far 
this season. When he took the bait he was 
about two miles west of the hotel, and when 
kille@ he was a mile from that place.

years will show. 
THE RAND DISTRICT. 

Millings have lately been made at the 
Eureka mill of ore from the Wedge, 
Merced and Buckboard mines.”

The claim held by the English 
owners is the Copper King, but nearly 
all the remaining claims in the group 
are owned by a resident of Los An- 
geles. There are now on the dump 
of the Copper King between 20,000 and 
30,000 tons of ore, carrying a high per- 
centage of copper, with gold going 
about $11 per ton, and from three to 
twelve ounces in silver per ton.

The Nephew of the President of the 
Southern Pacific Disheartened 
Because a Promised Appoint- 
ment Never Came—Morphine His 
Destroyer. 


Roscoe Huntington, aged years, 
said to be a nephew of C. P. Hunting- 
ton, president of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Corffpany, and a censin of H. 
E. Huntington, assistant to the presi- 
demt of that company, committed sui- 
cide in the Louise lodging-house, No. 
620 South Broadway, last night, sup- 
pusedby because his rich relatives failed 
to comply with their alleged promise 
to give him employment. 

About 10:30 o'clock Landlord Thomp- 
son heard heavy breathing in the room 
aceupied by Huntington, On entering 
with the pass key the found the man 
in bed, breathing laboriously. Hunt- 
ington Was in a comatose comdition. 
Dr. J. B. Pilkington was called. He 
immediately pronounced the man about 
dead from murphine poisoning. Hunt- 
ingtom never recovered consciousness, 
dying within fifteen minutes after Dr. 
Pilkington arrived. Coroner Campbell 
was notified and the body removed to 
the undertaking parlors of C. D. Howry, 
where an imquest will be held this 
morning. 

In Huntington’s effects were found 
several old letters, and on the table in 
his room one addressed to A. W. Kinme 
of the firm of Hedges & Kinne, mining 
brokers, which reads as fallows: 

“December 2, 1898: A. W. Kinne: To 
you I leave any effects I may have, 
with the excéption of a book of Hunt- 
ington's, which I desire you to semd to 
my son, J. M. Huntington, Norfolk, 


[Signed] 

“ROSCOE HUNTINGTON.” 
When Mr. Kinne was seen bast night 
at his home, No. 1112 Alvarado street, 
he was surprised to hear of the tragic 
end of his old acquaintance. He said 


same towm, Norwich, Ct., and that the 
was a near relative of Collis P. Hunt- 
ington. The nature of the connection 
Kinne was not sure of. Huntington 
came to this city, he said, about a year 
ago, with considerable money. He has 
not been engaged in any business simce 
coming here. He was an expert ac- 
countant, and had said he wag to be 
provided with a good position on the 
Southerm Pacific road by C. P. Hunt- 
ington or H. E. Huntington. This ap- 
pointment had failed to show up. Lately 
Roseae Huntington had been drinking 
somewhat. Yesterday aftermoon about 
3 o'clock the two men met in the Natick 
House and conversed for about half an 
hour. During this time Huntington ap- 
peared jovial and fhappy, having no 
appearance of a mam who contemplated 
self-destruction. 

The deceased was a well-preserved 
man and in appearance resembled H. 
E. Huntington. .The proprietor of the 
Louise lodging-house refused ta talk 
about Huntington or his connection 
with the house, and no information 
could be obtained from him as to when 
he came there. Huntington Was a 
widower with one son living in Nor- 
folk, Va. Mr. Kinne has no idea what 
the book contains which the dead man 
wished forwarded to his @on.
